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THE TRIBUNAL’S MANDATE 


ag Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal is the independent, 
quasi-judicial agency established to administer the framework governing professional relations that 
is prescribed by the Status of the Artist Act (hereinafter called the Act). 


The Tribunal is responsible for interpreting and applying the provisions of the Act that govern 
professional relations between self-employed artists and producers under federal jurisdiction. 


The Act defines artists as independent contractors who are authors within the meaning of the 
Copyright Act, directors, performers or other professionals who contribute to the creation of a 
production. Federal producers include all broadcasting undertakings under the jurisdiction of the 
Canadian Radio-Television and Telecommunications Commission (C.R.T.C.), all federal 
departments and the majority of federal government institutions. 


By following the procedures specified in the Act, associations representing self-employed 
artists can obtain legal recognition and the right to negociate with producers for the purpose of 
entering into scale agreements. These agreements will specify the terms and conditions under which 
self-employed professionals in a particular cultural sector will offer their services to producers in the 
federal jurisdiction. 


The objective of the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal is to 
contribute to the enhancement of Canada’s cultural community by encouraging constructive 
professional relations between artists, as independent contractors, and producers under federal 
jurisdiction. 


The Tribunal’s principal responsibilities are: 


5 to define the sectors of cultural activities subject to federal jurisdiction that are suitable for 
collective bargaining; 


¢ to certify artists’ associations to represent these sectors; 


® to hear and decide complaints of unfair practice filed by artists, artists’ associations and 
producers and to prescribe appropriate remedies. 
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The Tribunal reports to the Parliament of Canada through the Minister of Labour. However, 
certain important provisions of the Act specify a role for the Minister of Canadian Heritage whose 
sectoral clientele includes users of the Tribunal. 


THE TRIBUNAL’S ACTIVITIES 


f live Tribunal has completed two major steps to become fully operational. In March 1994, 
Treasury Board approved the Tribunal’s financing. In March 1995, the Governor in Council 
appointed a vice-chairperson, Mr. André Fortier, and two members, Mr. J. Armand Lavoie and Mrs. 
Meeka Walsh, hence providing the Tribunal with sufficient members to become operational. 


Consultations 


The Tribunal made a concerted effort to establish effective working relations with other 
federal departments. In particular, liaison was made with Human Resources Development Canada 
for its expertise in the field of labour relations and Canadian Heritage, in order to benefit from its 
knowledge of the cultural sector. The administrative structures and controls required by the central 
agencies, including Treasury Board, the Privy Council and the Public Service Commission, were 
also put in place. 


There was close cooperation with a number of federal agencies and administrative tribunals 
in order to take advantage of their expertise in related fields of activity and to assess the 
opportunities for sharing services. The principal administrative tribunals consulted were the Canada 
Labour Relations Board, the Public Service Staff Relations Board, the Canadian Radio-Television 
and Telecommunications Commission (C.R.T.C.) and the Copyright Board Canada. Meetings were 
also held with the Commission de reconnaissance des associations d’artistes du Québec to learn 
from its experience in a similar domain since it began operations in 1988. 


—_eee oo 
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In order to identify more clearly the expectations of the cultural community and gather 
information for use in preparing its procedures, the Tribunal conducted its regional consultations, 
with some thirty associations representing tens of thousands of Canadian artists in the various 
cultural disciplines. These meetings also served to inform and foster an awareness in the cultural 
community and the general public regarding the applications of the Status of the Artist Act, the 
Tribunal and its activities. The Tribunal staff also met with a number of producers under federal 
jurisdiction such as the National Film Board, the National Arts Centre, the National Capital 
Commission and the national museums. 


In order to assess the impact of the Act, various studies of self-employed workers and the 
current state of employment in the cultural sector were consulted. The Tribunal also took particular 
interest in the progress of a study by Statistics Canada entitled Cultural Labour Force Survey which 
collected data on working conditions in the cultural sector. This study gave the Tribunal a better 
idea of the current composition by profession of the cultural sector as well as working conditions and 
employment status of workers in the sector. 


Communications 
The provision of high quality service to potential users of the Tribunal and other interested 


parties necessitated the development of a communication plan. Some of the activities which resulted 
from the implementation of this plan included: 


® follow-up to more than 1000 inquiries; 

® preparation and distribution of information kits; 

® development of a database listing all producers under federal jurisdiction and artists’ and 
producers’ associations. This inventory contains information on more than 1200 groups and 
associations; 

¢ development, in preparation for the publication of various documents such as public notices 


and information bulletins, of communication strategies and working relationships with a 
number of agencies in the field of advertising and communications.

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Administration of the Tribunal 


Before the Tribunal could begin its adjudicative operations, an appropriate administrative 
structure had to be put in place. This involved, among other things, finalizing a corporate plan which 
detailed all functions, assigned responsibilities and defined the management framework. The 
organizational structure was designed to minimize personnel requirements and make use of existing 
services in other federal departments and agencies. The essential components of this structure are 
communications and research, operations, and legal services. 


The setting up of the Tribunal’s premises was completed in preparation for the launching of 
its operational phase. The Tribunal’s offices are located in the same building as other federal 
administrative tribunals. This location was chosen in order to realize savings on administrative 
expenses through the sharing of certain support services and existing facilities such as libraries and 
hearing rooms. 


Work continued on the establishment of management information, communication, 
correspondence, filing and financial control systems, all of which are essential to the operation of 
the Tribunal, as well as on administrative policy development. 


Administrative agreements were negotiated with various federal departments and agencies, 
including a human resources agreement with Canadian Heritage and an agreement with Industry 
Canada regarding information technology support. 


In terms of the Tribunal’s financial responsibility and accountability, its first operating 
budget was prepared and approved by Treasury Board, as were the first multi-year plan and the first 
Main Estimates, which were submitted to Parliament in February 1995. 


Members’ Orientation 


The development of an orientation program was completed a few months before the newly 
appointed Tribunal members took up their duties. It is designed to assist members in preparing to 
discharge their responsibilities under the Act. The training provided under this program includes 
an overview of the federal government and the role of administrative tribunals, and procedural 
guidelines for the Tribunal’s operations. 
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Onset of the Quasi-judicial Activities 


The 1994-1995 fiscal year marks the first full year of existence of the Canadian Artists and 
Producers Professional Relations Tribunal. The year was principally one of organization during 
which the infrastructure essential to the Tribunal’s operation was put in place. Recognizing the need 
for financial restraint, the Tribunal negotiated agreements with a number of federal departments and 
agencies in order to share services. 


Administrative policies and procedures were developed and implemented. Procedural 
guidelines governing the Tribunal’s quasi-judicial activities were drafted, as was an orientation 
program for Tribunal members and staff. In addition, presentations on the Act were made to a 
number of artists’ and producers’ associations under federal jurisdiction. 


With the completion of this preparatory work, the Tribunal will be ready to become fully 
operational and begin receiving its first applications for certification in early 1995-96.

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THE TRIBUNAL’S ACTIVITIES 


Introduction 


The provisions of the Status of the Artist Act were brought into force by Order in Council as 
of May 9, 1995. Steps were immediately taken to notify artists, artists’ associations and producers 
that the Tribunal was fully operational. The first issue of a regular Information Bulletin was 
distributed in July 1995, and comprehensive information kits were sent to over one thousand groups 
and individuals. 


The first application for certification was received in June 1995 and by the end of the fiscal 
year a total of 21 such applications had been filed by artists’ associations seeking to represent a wide 
variety of sectors of cultural activity. Further details of the applications received are provided below. 


In October 1995, the Tribunal published a plain language guide of its procedures. The 
governing principle of the Tribunal’s practices and procedures is found in section 19(1) of the Act: 
“to proceed as informally and expeditiously as the circumstances and considerations of fairness 
permit.” The plain language procedures are intended to assist those who appear before the Tribunal 
to represent themselves effectively. 


Tribunal staff continued to make presentations to interested organizations representing artists 
and producers affected by the Status of the Artist Act. Consistent with the mission of the Tribunal, 
emphasis was placed on establishing and maintaining constructive professional relations which will 
enhance Canada’s cultural community. 


In September 1995, the founding Chairperson of the Tribunal, Marie-P. Poulin, was 
appointed to the Senate of Canada. In accordance with subsection 11(4) of the Status of the Artist 
Act, the Vice-Chair, André T. Fortier, assumed the responsibilities of chairperson and chief executive 
officer of the Tribunal. A fourth part-time member, David P. Silcox, was appointed to the Tribunal 
in December 1995. 


With the consent of the Minister of Labour, the Tribunal undertook consultations with its 
client community in late 1995 regarding the possible content of regulations prescribing additional 
categories of professional artists who could benefit from coverage under the Status of the Artist Act. 
A discussion document was prepared and circulated, comments were solicited and at year end work 
had begun on a proposal which was submitted to the Ministers of Labour and Canadian Heritage in 
April 1996. 
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In order to promote access to the Tribunal, a World Wide Web “home page” was developed 
and made available to the public through the Internet. The Tribunal’s Web site includes the full text 
of the Status of the Artist Act, the Tribunal’s plain language procedural guidelines and downloadable 
forms, the full text of public notices and decisions issued by the Tribunal and a register containing 
copies of each certification granted. The Tribunal’s Web site is available for viewing at 
http://info.ic.gc.ca/opengov/capprt. 


Applications for Certification 


During its first year of quasi-judicial activity, the Tribunal received applications for certification 
from twenty artists’ associations seeking to represent twenty-one different sectors of cultural activity. 
The sectors for which certification was sought and the status of each application as of 
March 31, 1996 are outlined below. 


CANADIAN ACTORS’ EQUITY ASSOCIATION 
(Application 95-0001-A - filed June 22, 1995) 


Sector sought: 

“Artists engaged in the preparation and presentation of live theatrical performances and 
entertainments except where, by specific agreement between Canadian Actors’ Equity Association 
and Union des Artistes, Canadian Actors’ Equity Association recognizes the jurisdiction of Union 
des Artistes in this sector.” 


Public notice of this application was given July 22, 1995. A hearing scheduled for November 1995 
was postponed at the request of the applicant and rescheduled for March 13 and 14, 1996. At the 
end of the fiscal year, a decision on the application was pending. 


UNION DES ECRIVAINES ET ECRIVAINS QUEBECOIS 
(Application 95-0002-A - filed July 13, 1995) 


Sector sought: 

“throughout Canada, 

a) authors of original French language literary or dramatic works intended for publication; and 

b) authors of French language literary or dramatic works originally intended for the stage, radio, 
television, cinema or audio-visual media at the time of publication of the work in any 
medium and for that purpose only.” 
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Public notice of the application was given August 19, 1995. A number of applications for intervenor 
status were filed and in an interim decision dated December 8, 1995, the Tribunal set out the test it 
would use to decide such applications and granted intervenor status to an organization representing 
a number of French language cultural groups - the Fédération culturelle canadienne-frangaise - and 
to three copyright collectives. 


The application was heard in Montreal on January 16, 1996. In a decision dated February 2, 1996 
(#005), the Tribunal granted the applicant certification to represent, for the purposes of professional 
relations with all producers subject to the Status of the Artist Act throughout Canada, a sector 
composed of: 
“a) authors of original French language literary or dramatic works intended for publication; and 
b) authors of French language literary or dramatic works originally intended for the stage, radio, 
television, cinema or audio-visual media at the time of publication of the work in any 
medium and for that purpose only.” 


LA SOCIETE DES AUTEURS, RECHERCHISTES, DOCUMENTALISTES ET COMPOSITEURS 
(Application 95-0003-A - filed July 14, 1995) 


Sector sought: 
“With respect to all producers subject to the Status of the Artist Act throughout Canada, 


a) authors of original French language literary or dramatic works intended for radio, television, 
cinema or audio-visual media; and 

b) authors who adapt, in the form of French language scripts for radio, television, cinema or 
audio-visual media, literary or dramatic works originally intended for another form of public 
broadcast.” 


Public notice of the application was given August 19, 1995. In interim decision #002 dated 
December 8, 1995, the Tribunal dealt with applications for intervenor status in the SARDeC 
application for certification and granted intervenor standing to four organizations. 


The application was heard in Montreal on January 30, 1996 and a final decision (#004) was rendered 

from the bench at the conclusion of the oral proceedings. The applicant was certified to represent, 

for the purposes of professional relations with all producers subject to the Status of the Artist Act 

throughout Canada, a sector composed of: 

“a) authors of original French language literary or dramatic works intended for radio, television, 
cinema or audio-visual media; 

b) authors who adapt, in the form of French language scripts for radio, television, cinema or 
audio-visual media, literary or dramatic works originally intended for another form of public 
broadcast; 

but which does not include directors in their capacity as directors.” 
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SOCIETE DES ECRIVAINS CANADIENS 
(Application 95-0004-A - filed August 19, 1995) 


The application for certification was incomplete and the applicant was requested to provide further 
materials in support of its application. The application was withdrawn on November 15, 1995. 


WRITERS GUILD OF CANADA 
(Application 95-0005-A - filed August 25, 1995) 


Sector sought: 

=a) all authors of all original or adapted literary or dramatic works in English intended for radio 
and television broadcast, film, video and audiovisual production, corporate, sponsored, 
industrial, multi-media, satellite, telephone, computer or any other production or means of 
distribution where the producer is a Canadian entity, or has its principal place of business in 
Canada or establishes an office in Canada; and 

b) all authors reproducing, adapting or translating as English language scripts, literary or 

dramatic works originally distributed in a language other than English, for radio, television, 
film, video and audiovisual productions, corporate, sponsored, industrial, multi-media, 
satellite, telephone, computer or any other production or means of distribution where the 
producer is a Canadian entity, or has its principal place of business in Canada or establishes 
an office in Canada.” 


Public notice of the application was given September 16, 1995. In interim decision #003 dated 
December 8, 1995, the Tribunal dealt with applications for intervenor status and granted standing 
to four copyright collectives. The application was scheduled for hearing in May 1996 in Toronto. 


PLAYWRIGHTS UNION OF CANADA 
(Application 95-0006-A - filed August 26, 1995) 


Sector sought: 
“playwrights who are Canadian citizens or landed immigrants, with respect to works created in any 
language other than French for theatres subject to the Status of the Artist Act.” 


The application for certification was incomplete and the applicant was requested to provide further 
materials in support of its application. The matter was pending at the fiscal year end. 
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ASSOCIATED DESIGNERS OF CANADA 
(Application 95-0007-A - filed September 11, 1995) 


Sector sought: 
“set, costume, lighting and sound designers working within the live performing arts industry.” 


Public notice of the application was given January 27, 1996 with a closing date of March 8, 1996. 
The Professional Association of Canadian Theatres and the Association des professionnels des arts 
de la scéne du Québec notified the Tribunal of their intention to intervene and the applicant was 
notified of these interventions. The matter was pending at the fiscal year end. 


AMERICAN FEDERATION OF MUSICIANS OF THE UNITED STATES AND CANADA 
(Application 95-0008-A - filed September 20, 1995) 


Sector sought: 

“all American Federation of Musicians’ members including instrumental musicians, conductors, 
vocalists, music composers, arrangers, copyists and librarians engaged by any producer subject to 
the Status of the Artist Act.” 


Public notice of the application was given November 4, 1995. An interim decision (#008) was 
issued March 5, 1996 to deal with numerous applications for intervenor status filed with respect to 
the application. In this decision, the Tribunal considered whether branches or local affiliates of an 
artists’ association are entitled to intervene in their parent association’s application for certification. 
The Tribunal concluded that the Recording Musicians Association (Toronto Chapter) and the Guilde 
des musiciens were entitled to make representations regarding the American Federation of Musicians 
of the United States and Canada’s certification application. Intervenor status was also granted to a 
number of producer associations and copyright collectives. The application was pending at the fiscal 
year end. 


SOCIETE DES AUTEURS, RECHERCHISTES, DOCUMENTALISTES ET COMPOSITEURS 
(Application 95-0009-A - filed September 20, 1995) 


The SARDeC has applied to represent a number of entrepreneurs who work as researchers in the 
French language. 
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Researchers are not included in the categories of professional artists defined in the Status of the 
Artist Act. However, subclause 6 (2)(b)(iii) of the Act permits the Governor in Council to adopt 
regulations to include additional categories of professionals within its scope. Until regulations are 
passed to include researchers within the definition of professional artists, the Tribunal cannot process 
this application. 


ASSOCIATION QUEBECOISE DES AUTEURS DRAMATIQUES 
(Application 95-0010-A - filed October 10, 1995) 


Sector sought: 

“throughout Canada, a sector composed of : 

a) authors of original French-language dramatic works and original librettos for French- 
language dramatico-musical works created for the stage, in respect of the public performance 
of such work or the recording of that performance on any medium; and 

b) authors of French-language translations or French-language adaptations, intended for the 
stage, of dramatic works or librettos originally written in another language or in another 
variant of the French language, or based on a work intended for another medium of 
distribution, in respect of the public performance of such translation or adaption or the 
recording of that performance on any medium.” 


Public notice of the application was given on November 4, 1995. In interim decision #006 dated 
February 13, 1996, the Tribunal dealt with applications for intervenor status and granted standing 
to three copyright collectives. As of the end of the fiscal year, a hearing was scheduled to be held 
April 10 and 11, 1996 in Montreal. 


LA SOCIETE PROFESSIONNELLE DES AUTEURS ET DES COMPOSITEURS DU QUEBEC 
(Application 95-0011-A - filed October 10, 1995) 


Sector sought: 

“lyricists, composers and writers of songs in the French language, of music intended for French 
broadcasts or of music when the artist is domiciled in or a resident of the province of Quebec, where 
the work is commissioned by a producer to which the Status of the Artist Act applies.” 


Public notice of the application was given on November 4, 1995. In interim decision #007 dated 
February 23, 1996, the Tribunal dealt with applications for intervenor status and granted standing 
to four copyright collectives and an association of music publishers. The applicant, SPACQ, asked 
the Tribunal to reconsider this decision (see “Applications for Review”, below). As of the end of 
the fiscal year, the application for certification was scheduled to be heard in Montreal on April 11 
and 12, 1996. 
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CANADIAN ASSOCIATION OF PHOTOGRAPHERS AND ILLUSTRATORS IN COMMUNICATIONS 
(Application 95-0012-A - filed October 30, 1995) 


Sector sought: “commercial photographers and commercial illustrators.” 


Public notice of the application was given on November 25, 1995. One notice of intervention was 
filed and the applicant indicated to the Tribunal that it would take steps to address the concerns 
raised by this intervenor. The matter was pending at the fiscal year end, although a hearing had been 
scheduled for April 26, 1996 in Toronto. 


PERIODICAL WRITERS ASSOCIATION OF CANADA 
(Application 95-0013-A - filed November 9, 1995) 


Sector sought: 

“professional freelance writers who write in all languages other than French for magazines, 
newspapers and other periodicals published in print or electronic form and whose work is distributed 
or made available electronically across inter-provincial borders by computer, telephone, satellite or 
any other means, where the publisher and/or the electronic information-distributor is a Canadian 
entity or has its principal place of business in Canada or establishes an office in Canada.” 


Public notice of the application was given on December 9, 1995. In interim Decision #009 issued 
March 14, 1996, the Tribunal again dealt with applications for intervenor status from interested 
parties who did not qualify as intervenors as of right under the Act. Standing was granted to a 
copyright collective and an association representing Canadian daily newspapers. The matter was 
pending at the fiscal year end with a hearing scheduled for April 24 and 25, 1996 in Toronto. 


THE WRITERS UNION OF CANADA & THE LEAGUE OF CANADIAN POETS 
(Application 95-0014-A - filed November 17, 1995) 


After filing their application, the Writers Union of Canada and the League of Canadian Poets had 


discussions with other literary organizations regarding the proposed sector definition, and indicated 
that amendments might be proposed. The matter was still pending at the fiscal year end. 
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ACTRA PERFORMERS GUILD 
(Application 95-0015-A - filed December 1, 1995) 


Sector sought: 

“all artists engaged as performers in television and radio productions, live or recorded by any means 

whatsoever, for broadcast or other use by a producer, by means of direct off-air transmission, or by 

transmission or distribution by wire, satellite or by any means whatsoever, save and except: 

a) musicians who are within the jurisdiction of the American Federation of Musicians of the 
United States and Canada; 

b) performers within the jurisdiction of the Union des Artistes; 

Cc) performers engaged in live theatrical and like productions within the jurisdiction of the 
Canadian Actors’ Equity Association.” 


Public notice of the application was given on February 3, 1996, with a closing date of 
March 18, 1996. Expressions of interest were received from a number of organizations and the 
matter was pending at the fiscal year end. 


UNION DES ARTISTES 
(Application 95-0016-A - filed December 14, 1995) 


Sector sought: 

“all performers, choreographers and directors who perform, sing, recite, direct or perform in any 

manner whatsoever, in a literary, musical or dramatic work, or in a mime, variety, circus or puppet 

show: 

i) broadcast, presented or performed in Quebec; 

ii) broadcast, presented or performed in Canada, outside Quebec, to a French-speaking audience; 

with respect to all producers subject to the Status of the Artist Act throughout Canada, save and 

except: 

a) the sector recognized by l’Union des Artistes as being within the jurisdiction of the Canadian 
Actors’ Equity Association pursuant to an agreement between the two unions; 

b) the sector recognized by l’Union des Artistes as being within the jurisdiction of the Alliance 
of Canadian Television and Radio Artists pursuant to an agreement between the two unions; 

C) artists who play musical instruments in all areas of artistic production, including persons who 
sing while playing a musical instrument for the instrumental portion of their performance.” 


Public notice of the application was given on February 3, 1996, with a closing date of 
March 19, 1996. As of that date, seven associations and/or individuals had notified the Tribunal 
of their intention to make representations regarding this application. The matter was pending at the 
fiscal year end. 
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LA GUILDE DES MUSICIENS DU QUEBEC 
(Application 95-0017-A - filed December 13, 1995) 


Sector sought: 

“all performing musicians, conductors, arrangers, orchestrators, copyists and music librarians 
practising their art in the province of Quebec in the fields and disciplines listed in subsection 6(2) 
of the Status of the Artist Act.” 


Public notice of the application was given on January 16, 1996 with a closing date of 
February 23, 1996. Three copyright collectives applied for intervenor status and the American 
Federation of Musicians questioned the Guilde’s authority to file the application for certification. 
The matter was pending at the fiscal year end. 


RECORDING MUSICIANS ASSOCIATION OF THE UNITED STATES & CANADA - TORONTO CHAPTER 
(Application 95-0018-A - filed December 15, 1995) 


Sector sought: 
“musicians engaged in recording in the greater Metropolitan Toronto area.” 


Public notice of the application was given on January 16, 1996, with a closing date of 
February 23, 1996. The American Federation of Musicians has questioned the authority of the 
Recording Musicians Association of the United States & Canada - Toronto Chapter to file the 
application for certification. The matter was pending at the fiscal year end. 


EDITORS’ ASSOCIATION OF CANADA 
(Application 95-0019-A - filed February 3, 1996) 


The application for certification was incomplete and the applicant was requested to provide further 
materials in support of its application. The matter was pending at the fiscal year end. 
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ASSOCIATION QUEBECOISE DES REALISATEURS ET REALISATRICES DE CINEMA ET DE TELEVISION 
(Application 95-0020-A - filed February 27, 1996) 


Sector sought: 
“with respect to all producers subject to the Status of the Artist Act, a sector composed of: 


a) any director domiciled in or a resident of the province of Québec who directs an audio-visual 
production in the French language or in any language other than an original English language 
production; 

b) any director who directs an audio-visual production in the French language or in any 


language other than an original English language production where all or part of the shooting 
takes place in the province of Québec; 
including all double shooting, any international shooting and any audio-visual work without 
dialogue.” 


The matter was pending at fiscal year end. 


ASSOCIATION DES PROFESSIONNELS DES ARTS DE LA SCENE DU QUEBEC 
(Application 95-0021-A - filed March 8, 1996) 


Sector sought: 

“all set, costume, lighting, sound, accessory and puppet designers, stage directors, stage managers, 
set painters, technical directors, production managers and all costume assistants, set designer 
assistants and production assistants working in the province of Québec and at the National Arts 
Centre in the areas of the performing arts, dance and variety entertainment.” 


The matter was pending at fiscal year end 
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Applications for Review 


SOCIETE PROFESSIONNELLE DES AUTEURS ET DES COMPOSITEURS DU QUEBEC 
(Application for review of interim decision #007 - 95-0011-E) 


In decision #007 issued February 23, 1996 and confirmed by Order No. 0011-1, the Tribunal granted 
intervenor status to two related organizations, the Canadian Music Publishers Association (CMPA) 
and the Canadian Musical Reproduction Rights Agency Limited (CMRRA) with respect to the 
application for certification filed by the Société professionnelle des auteurs et des compositeurs du 
Québec (SPACQ). The CMPA is an association of music publishers who are not subject to the 
Status of the Artist Act, while the CMRRA is a CMPA subsidiary that represents copyright owners 
with respect to the reproduction of their musical works. SPACQ requested that the Tribunal 
reconsider this decision on the grounds that these two organizations would be raising identical 
issues. By letter decision dated March 18, 1996, the Tribunal refused to vary its original decision.

Mr. André T. Fortier 
Hull, Quebec 


André T. Fortier was appointed Vice-Chairperson of the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional 
Relations Tribunal in March 1995 for a three year mandate. A graduate of the Université de 
Montréal, he holds a Bachelor of Arts, a Bachelor of Science and a Master of Science (Mathematics 
and Statistics). In 1993, he was awarded an honorary Doctor of Laws degree by Dalhousie 
University. Mr. Fortier assumed the role of Acting Chairperson of the Tribunal in September 1995. 


Mr. Fortier has been active in the cultural sector for a number of years. He has held the positions of 
Director of the Canada Council, Assistant Under Secretary of State responsible for cultural policies 
in the Department of the Secretary of State, and Under Secretary of State responsible for cultural 
policy, official languages, multiculturalism and citizenship. He also served as the first Chairperson 
of the Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council.

Meeka Walsh was appointed as a member of the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional 
Relations Tribunal in March 1995 for a three year mandate. Ms. Walsh holds a Bachelor’s degree 
in Art History. She has had extensive editorial experience as a publishing consultant to the 
Confederation Centre of the Arts in Charlottetown and for the Winnipeg Art Gallery, where she also 
edited a number of major catalogues. 


From 1989 to 1992, Ms. Walsh was Vice-President of the Manitoba Writers’ Guild. Previously, she 
was a member of the Publishing Policy Advisory Committee to the Minister of Culture, Heritage and 
Recreation in Manitoba. She was also President of the Winnipeg Periodicals’ Association in 1985 
and 1986. Ms. Walsh has acted as a juror for the Saskatchewan Arts Board and the Manitoba Arts 
Council. Ms. Walsh has been involved with the arts magazine Border Crossings in a number of 
capacities since 1983, and she has been the magazine’s editor since 1993. Her collection of short 
stories, The Garden of Earthly Intimacies, was published in 1996. 
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THE TRIBUNAL’S MANDATE 


The Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal is the independent 
quasi-judicial agency established to administer the framework governing professional relations 
between self-employed artists and producers under federal jurisdiction that is prescribed by the 
Status of the Artist Act (hereinafter called the Ac‘). 


The Act defines “artists” as independent contractors who are authors within the meaning of 
the Copyright Act, directors, performers or other professionals who contribute to the creation of 2 
production. All broadcasting undertakings under the jurisdiction of the Canadian Radio-Television 
and Telecommunications Commission, all federal government departments and the majority of 
federal government institutions are considered to be “producers” for the purposes of the Act. 


By following the procedures specified in the Act, associations representing self-employed 
artists can obtain legal recognition and the right to negotiate with producers for the purpose of 
entering into scale agreements. These agreements will specify the terms and conditions under which 
self-employed professionals in a particular cultural sector will provide their services to producers 
in the federal jurisdiction. 


The objective of the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal is to 
contribute to the enhancement of Canada’s cultural community by encouraging constructive 
professional relations between artists, as independent contractors, and producers in the federal 
jurisdiction. 


The Tribunal’s principal responsibilities are: 


5 to define the sectors of cultural activities subject to federal jurisdiction that are suitable for 
collective bargaining; 


5 to certify artists’ associations to represent these sectors; 


5 to hear and decide complaints of unfair practices filed by artists, artists’ associations and 
producers and to prescribe appropriate remedies. 


The Tribunal reports to Parliament through the Minister of Labour. However, certain 
important provisions of the Act specify a role for the Minister of Canadian Heritage whose sectoral 
clientele includes users of the Tribunal. 
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THE TRIBUNAL’S ACTIVITIES 
Introduction 


i Ex Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal’s principal 
objectives during fiscal year 1996-1997 were to deal with an increasing caseload, to ensure that the 
procedures it had adopted for handling cases were appropriate to the community served by the 
Tribunal and to increase public awareness of the Status of the Artist Act and the Tribunal’s mandate. 


During its first eleven months of operation (May 1995 - March 1996), the Tribunal had 
received 21 applications for certification. Two of these cases were dealt with to finality during that 
fiscal year and one application was withdrawn. Accordingly, the Tribunal entered fiscal year 1996- 
1997 with 18 outstanding applications. During the year, an additional seven certification 
applications were received. Eleven hearings were held, resulting in ten final and one interim 
decision. One complaint of bad faith bargaining, one application for a declaration and one reference 
from an arbitrator were also received and dealt with during fiscal year 1996-1997. Details of these 
cases are contained in the following sections of this Report. 


The governing principle of the Tribunal’s practices and procedures is found in paragraph 
19(1)(a) of the Act: “to proceed as informally and expeditiously as the circumstances and 
considerations of fairness permit.” With this in mind, the Tribunal developed and issued procedural 
guidelines when it commenced operations, in order to assist those appearing before it. After a full 
year of experience, the Tribunal believed it would be opportune to review and fine tune its 
procedures and this review was undertaken during fiscal year 1996-1997. The second edition of 
Tribunal Procedures was published and distributed in February 1997. 


Four issues of the Tribunal’s /nformation Bulletin were published during the fiscal year. This 
publication provides a summary of decisions rendered by the Tribunal, updates on developments at 
the Tribunal and details on a variety of matters of interest to parties bargaining under the Status of 
the Artist Act. During the fiscal year, the Tnbunal’s Internet Home Page was further refined in order 
to include more information about the Status of the Artist Act, the Tribunal’s activities, its procedures 
and decisions. The Certification Register maintained by the Tribunal pursuant to subsection 28(4) 
of the Act has been made available to the public through the Internet site. 
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In early 1997, the Tribunal commissioned an independent evaluation of its communications 
materials. The evaluation focussed on the issue of the effectiveness of the Tribunal in reaching and 
communicating with potential applicants for certification. Specifically, the study evaluated: 


° the usage of the Tribunal’s communications materials by applicants for certification; 

° the level of awareness of the Tribunal’s purpose, services and activities among groups who 
had not yet applied for certification; and 

. the quality, timeliness and general usefulness of the communications vehicles used by the 
Tribunal. 


The general results of the evaluation study showed that the Tribunal’s communications 
materials serve their purpose very well. The materials were found to be clear and useful, and to be 
well received by applicants and potential applicants for certification. The study also concluded that 
the Tribunal’s efforts to use “non-legal” language in communications with its client community have 
been highly successful. 


Applications for Certification 


During its second year of operation, the Tribunal held eleven hearings, rendered ten final decisions 
and one interim decision, and received seven new applications for certification. The sectors for 
which certification was sought and the status of each application as of March 31, 1997 are outlined 
below, in order of their receipt by the Tribunal. 


CANADIAN ACTORS’ EQUITY ASSOCIATION (“CAEA”) 
(File No. 95-0001-A) 


Sector sought: 

“Artists engaged in the preparation and presentation of live theatrical performances and 
entertainments except where, by specific agreement between Canadian Actors’ Equity Association 
and Union des Artistes, Canadian Actors’ Equity Association recognizes the jurisdiction of Union 
des Artistes in this sector.” 


Public notice of the application was given July 22, 1995. A hearing scheduled for November 1995 
was postponed at the request of the applicant and rescheduled for March 13 and 14, 1996. 


In Decision No. 010 rendered April 25, 1996, the Tribunal granted the applicant certification to 


represent, for the purposes of professional relations with all producers subject to the Status of the 
Artist Act throughout Canada, a sector composed of independent contractors engaged to perform the 
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function of actor (including principal, chorus, journeyman, apprentice actor, mime, narrator, local 
jobber, swing/understudy, or extra), singer (including soloist, performer, ensemble studio artist, 
chorus member, apprentice, understudy/cover or extra), dancer (including guest artist, apprentice 
dancer or understudy/sharer), production stage manager, stage manager, assistant stage manager, 
stage management apprentice, stage director, assistant stage director, fight director, fight captain, 
choreographer, assistant choreographer, dance captain, ballet master or mistress, resident 
choreologist, coach or repetiteur in a live performance in theatre, opera, ballet, dance, industrial 
show, cabaret show or concert performance whether or not such performance or entertainment is 
presented in a theatre or elsewhere, with the exception of : 

a) singers covered by the 1996 understanding between Canadian Actors' Equity Association and the 
American Federation of Musicians of the United States and Canada; and 

b) independent contractors in the enumerated categories who are covered by the 1992 agreement 
between Canadian Actors' Equity Association and the Union des Artistes. 


WRITERS GUILD OF CANADA (“WUC”) 
(File No. 95-0005-A) 


Sector sought: 

“‘a) all authors of all original or adapted literary or dramatic works in English intended for radio and 
television broadcast, film, video and audiovisual production, corporate, sponsored, industrial, multi- 
media, satellite, telephone, computer or any other production or means of distribution where the 
producer is a Canadian entity, or has its principal place of business in Canada or establishes an office 
in Canada; and 

b) all authors reproducing, adapting or translating as English language scripts, literary or dramatic 
works originally distributed in a language other than English, for radio, television, film, video and 
audiovisual productions, corporate, sponsored, industrial, multi-media, satellite, telephone, computer 
or any other production or means of distribution where the producer is a Canadian entity, or has its 
principal place of business in Canada or establishes an office in Canada.” 


Public notice of the application was given on September 16, 1995. In interim Decision No. 003 
dated December 8, 1995, the Tribunal dealt with applications for intervenor status and granted 
standing to four copyright collectives. The hearing was held in Toronto on May 7 and 8, 1996 and 
in Decision No. 016 dated June 25, 1996, the Tribunal granted certification to the applicant to 
represent, for the purposes of professional relations, a sector composed of independent contractors 
engaged by any producer subject to the Status of the Artist Act as: 

a) an author of a literary or dramatic work in English written for radio, television, film, video or 
similar audiovisual production including multimedia; or 

b) an author who adapts or translates literary or dramatic works originally written in a language other 
than English, as an English language script for radio, television, film, video or similar audiovisual 
production including multimedia; 

but excluding directors acting in their capacity as directors. 


Annual Report 1996 - 1997 


PLAYWRIGHTS UNION OF CANADA (“PUC”) 
(File No. 95-0006-A) 


Sector sought: 
“playwrights who are Canadian citizens or landed immigrants, with respect to works created in any 
language other than French for theatres subject to the Status of the Artist Act.” 


Public notice of the application was given on April 6, 1996. Through exchanges of correspondence, 
the applicant resolved concerns raised by three intervenors. Consequently, a panel of the Tribunal 
was able to deal with the application by means of a teleconference. In Decision No. 018, dated 
December 13, 1996, the applicant was granted certification to represent, for the purposes of 
professional relations, a sector composed of playwrights who are Canadian citizens or landed 
immigrants, with respect to works created in any language other than French for live performance 
in theatres subject to the Status of the Artist Act. 


ASSOCIATED DESIGNERS OF CANADA (“ADC”) 
(File No. 95-0007-A) 


Sector sought: 
“set, costume, lighting and sound designers working within the live performing arts industry.” 


Public notice of the application was given January 27, 1996. The Professional Association of 
Canadian Theatres and the Association des professionnels des arts de la scene du Québec (APASQ- 
CSN) notified the Tribunal of their intention to intervene. At the end of the fiscal year, the applicant 
was continuing in discussions with APASQ in an effort to agree on the respective jurisdiction of the 
two organizations. A hearing will be scheduled once the applicant advises the Tribunal that it is 
ready to proceed. 


AMERICAN FEDERATION OF MUSICIANS 
OF THE UNITED STATES AND CANADA (“AFM”) 
(File No. 95-0008-A) 


Sector sought: 

“all American Federation of Musicians’ members including instrumental musicians, conductors, 
vocalists, music composers, arrangers, copyists and librarians engaged by any producer subject to 
the Status of the Artist Act.” 
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Public notice of the application was given November 4, 1995. An interim decision (No. 008) was 
issued March 5, 1996 to deal with numerous applications for intervenor status filed with respect to 
the application. In this decision, the Tribunal considered the status of branches or local affiliates of 
an artists’ association to intervene in the parent association’s application for certification. The 
Tribunal concluded that two locals of the AFM, the Recording Musicians Association (Toronto 
Chapter) and La Guilde des musiciens du Québec, were entitled to make representations regarding 
the American Federation of Musicians of the United States and Canada’s application for 
certification. Intervenor status was also granted to a number of producers’ associations and 
copyright collectives. 


The hearing was held in Toronto from October 22 to 24, 1996 and in Decision No. 019 dated 
January 16, 1997, the Tribunal granted two separate certifications to the applicant. The first 
certification entitles the American Federation of Musicians of the United States and Canada to 
represent a sector composed of all members of the American Federation of Musicians of the United 
States and Canada who are independent contractors engaged by any producer subject to the Status 
of the Artist Act to perform the function of instrumental musician, conductor, vocalist or arranger, 
with the exception of: 

a) artists within the scope of the certification issued to the Canadian Actors' Equity Association by 
the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal on April 25, 1996 and subject 
to the 1996 understanding between Canadian Actors' Equity Association and the American 
Federation of Musicians of the United States and Canada; 

b) artists within the scope of the certification issued to the ACTRA Performers Guild by the 
Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tnbunal on June 25, 1996 and subject to the 
agreement between the ACTRA Performers Guild and the American Federation of Musicians of the 
United States and Canada dated May 14, 1996; 

c) artists within the scope of the certification issued to the Union des Artistes by the Canadian Artists 
and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal on August 29, 1996; 

d) artists when represented by Local 406 of the American Federation of Musicians of the United 
States and Canada, known as the Guilde des musiciens du Québec, under the terms of the agreement 
dated October 23, 1996 between the American Federation of Musicians of the United States and 
Canada and the Guilde des musiciens du Québec. 


The second certification, issued on the same date, allows the applicant to represent, for pension 
purposes only, those members of the American Federation of Musicians of the United States and 
Canada who are independent contractors engaged by any producer subject to the Status of the Artist 
Act to perform the function of music composer, with the exception of music composers within the 
scope of the certification issued to the Société professionnelle des auteurs et des compositeurs du 
Québec by the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal on May 17, 1996. 
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SOCIETE DES AUTEURS, RECHERCHISTES, 
DOCUMENTALISTES ET COMPOSITEURS (“SARDeC”) 
(File No. 95-0009-A) 


SARDeC has applied to represent a number of independent contractors who work as researchers in 
the French language. 


Researchers are not included in the categories of professional artists defined in subparagraphs 
6(2)(b)() and (11) of the Status of the Artist Act. However, subparagraph 6(2)(b)(i11) of the Act 
permits the Governor in Council to adopt regulations to include additional categories of professional 
artists within its scope. Until regulations are passed to include researchers within the definition of 
professional artists, the Tribunal cannot proceed with SARDeC’s application. 


ASSOCIATION QUEBECOISE DES AUTEURS DRAMATIQUES (““AQAD”) 
(File No. 95-0010-A) 


Sector sought: 

“throughout Canada, a sector composed of : 

a) authors of original French-language dramatic works and original librettos for French-language 
dramatico-musical works created for the stage, in respect of the public performance of such work 
or the recording of that performance on any medium; and 

b) authors of French-language translations or French-language adaptations, intended for the stage, 
of dramatic works or librettos originally written in another language or in another variant of the 
French language, or based on a work intended for another medium of distribution, in respect of the 
public performance of such translation or adaption or the recording of that performance on any 
medium.” 


Public notice of the application was given on November 4, 1995. In interim Decision No. 006 dated 
February 13, 1996, the Tribunal dealt with applications for intervenor status and granted standing 
to three copyright collectives. A hearing on the application was held in Montreal on April 10, 1996 
and in Decision No. 011 rendered April 26, 1996, the Tribunal granted certification to the applicant 
to represent: 

a) authors of original French-language dramatic works and original librettos for French-language 
dramatico-musical works created for the stage, in respect of the public performance of such work 
or the recording of that performance; and 

b) authors of French-language translations or French-language adaptations, intended for the stage, 
of dramatic works or librettos originally written in another language or in another variant of the 
French language, or based on a work intended for another medium of distribution, in respect of the 
public performance of such translation or adaption or the recording of that performance. 
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LA SOCIETE PROFESSIONNELLE DES AUTEURS 
ET DES COMPOSITEURS DU QUEBEC(“SPACQ”) 
(File No. 95-O0611-A) 


Sector sought: 

“lyricists, composers and writers of songs in the French language, of music intended for French 
broadcasts or of music when the artist is domiciled in or a resident of the province of Québec, where 
the work is commissioned by a producer to which the Status of the Artist Act applies.” 


Public notice of the application was given on November 4, 1995. In interim Decision No. 007 dated 
February 23, 1996, the Tribunal dealt with applications for intervenor status and granted standing 
to four copyright collectives and an association of music publishers. The applicant asked the 
Tribunal to review this decision on the grounds that there was a corporate relationship between the 
music publishers association and one of the copyright collectives. The Tribunal maintained its 
original decision that both organizations were entitled to intervenor status. 


The certification hearing was held in Montreal on April 11 and 12, 1996 and in Decision No. 013 
dated May 17, 1996, the Tribunal granted certification to the applicant to represent a sector 
composed of lyricists, composers and lyricist-composers: 

a) of songs in the French language commissioned by a producer to whom the Status of the Artist Act 
applies; 

b) of music without words commissioned by a French language broadcast undertaking, when the 
composer is a resident of Quebec; 

c) of music without words commissioned by any producer in Quebec to whom the Status of the Artist 
Act applies, when the composer is a resident of Quebec. 


CANADIAN ASSOCIATION OF PHOTOGRAPHERS 
AND ILLUSTRATORS IN COMMUNICATIONS (“CAPIC”) 
(File No. 95-0012-A) 


Sector sought: “commercial photographers and commercial illustrators.” 


Public notice of the application was given on November 25, 1995 and the hearing was held in 
Toronto on April 26, 1996. 


In Decision No. 012 dated May 15, 1996, the Tribunal granted certification to the applicant to 
represent a sector composed of commercial photographers and commercial illustrators.

PERIODICAL WRITERS ASSOCIATION OF CANADA (“PWAC”) 
(File No. 95-0013-A) 


Sector sought: 

“professional freelance writers who write in all languages other than French for magazines, 
newspapers and other periodicals published in print or electronic form and whose work is distributed 
or made available electronically across inter-provincial borders by computer, telephone, satellite or 
any other means, where the publisher and/or the electronic information-distributor is a Canadian 
entity or has its principal place of business in Canada or establishes an office in Canada.” 


Public notice of the application was given on December 9, 1995. In interim Decision No. 009 issued 
March 14, 1996, the Tribunal dealt with applications for intervenor status and standing was granted 
to a copyright collective and an association representing Canadian daily newspapers. A hearing on 
the application was held in Toronto on April 24 and 25, 1996. In Decision No. 014 rendered 
June 4, 1996, the Tribunal granted certification to the Periodical Writers Association of Canada to 
represent a sector composed of: 

a) professional freelance writers who are authors of works in a language other than French 
commissioned by a producer to whom the Status of the Artist Act applies for use in a magazine, 
newspaper or other periodical; and 

b) professional freelance writers who are authors of works in a language other than French originally 
published in a magazine, newspaper or periodical with respect to the subsequent distribution of the 
work in another medium by a producer to whom the Status of the Artist Act applies. 


THE WRITERS UNION OF CANADA 
& THE LEAGUE OF CANADIAN POETS 
(File No. 95-0014-A) 


After filing a joint application, The Writers Union of Canada and the League of Canadian Poets had 
discussions with other literary organizations regarding the proposed sector definition, and advised 
the Tribunal that amendments might be proposed. At the request of the applicant, consideration of 
the application was postponed and the matter was still pending at fiscal year end. 
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ACTRA PERFORMERS GUILD (“APG”) 
(File No. 95-0015-A) 


Sector sought: 

“all artists engaged as performers in television and radio productions, live or recorded by any 
means whatsoever, for broadcast or other use by a producer, by means of direct off-air transmission, 
or by transmission or distribution by wire, satellite or by any means whatsoever, save and except: 
a) musicians who are within the jurisdiction of the American Federation of Musicians of the United 
States and Canada; 

b) performers within the jurisdiction of the Union des Artistes; 
c) performers engaged in live theatrical and like productions within the jurisdiction of the 

Canadian Actors' Equity Association.” 


Public notice of the application was given on February 3, 1996, and the hearing was held in Toronto 
on May 22 and 23, 1996. 


In Decision No. 015 dated June 25, 1996, the Tribunal certified the ACTRA Performers Guild to 
represent a sector composed of independent contractors engaged by any producer subject to the 
Status of the Artist Act to perform the function of principal actor, actor, background performer, 
dancer, stunt performer, stunt co-ordinator, announcer, commentator, disc-jockey, host, narrator, 
panelist, singer, variety principal, sportscaster or puppeteer, in a live or recorded television 

or radio production intended for broadcast or other use, with the exception of: 

a) independent contractors engaged as performers in live theatre, opera, ballet, dance, industrial 
show, cabaret show or concert performance within the scope of the certification issued to Canadian 
Actors' Equity Association on April 25, 1996 and subject to any reciprocal agreements between 
ACTRA Performers Guild and Equity; 

b) musicians within the jurisdiction of the American Federation of Musicians of the United States 
and Canada (AFM), as described in the agreement between ACTRA Performers Guild and the AFM 
dated May 14, 1996; 

c) performers within the jurisdiction of the Union des Artistes, as described in the agreement 
between ACTRA Performers Guild and the Union des Artistes dated May 17, 1996. 
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UNION DES ARTISTES (""UDA”) 
(File No. 95-0016-A) 


Sector sought: 

“all performers, choreographers and directors who perform, sing, recite, direct or perform in any 
manner whatsoever, in a literary, musical or dramatic work, or in a mime, variety, circus or puppet 
show: 

i) broadcast, presented or performed in Quebec; 

11) broadcast, presented or performed in Canada, outside Quebec, to a French-speaking audience; 
with respect to all producers subject to the Status of the Artist Act throughout Canada, save and 
except: 

a) the sector recognized by |’Union des Artistes as being within the jurisdiction of the Canadian 
Actors’ Equity Association pursuant to an agreement between the two unions; 

b) the sector recognized by |’Union des Artistes as being within the jurisdiction of the Alliance of 
Canadian Television and Radio Artists pursuant to an agreement between the two unions; 

c) artists who play musical instruments in all areas of artistic production, including persons who sing 
while playing a musical instrument for the instrumental portion of their performance.” 


Public notice of the application was given on February 3, 1996 and the hearing was held in Montreal 
from June 5 to June 7, 1996. 


In Decision No. 017 issued August 29, 1996, the Tribunal granted interim certification to the Union 
des Artistes to represent a sector composed of all performers who are independent contractors who 
perform, sing, recite or act in any manner whatsoever, in a literary, musical or dramatic work, or in 
a mime, variety, circus or puppet show: 

1) broadcast, presented or performed in Quebec; 

ii) broadcast, presented or performed in Canada outside Quebec and intended for a French-speaking 
audience; 

with respect to all producers subject to the Status of the Artist Act throughout Canada, save and 
except: 

a) independent contractors who are covered by the certification granted to the Canadian Actors' 
Equity Association by the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal on 
April 25, 1996 and subject to the agreement made between the Union des Artistes and the Canadian 
Actors' Equity Association dated November 6, 1992; 

b) independent contractors who are covered by the certification granted to the ACTRA Performers' 
Guild by the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal on June 25, 1996 and 
subject to the agreement between the Union des Artistes and the ACTRA Performers’ Guild dated 
May 17, 1996; 

c) artists who play musical instruments in all areas of artistic production, including persons who sing 
while playing a musical instrument for the instrumental portion of their performance. 
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The Tribunal did not deal with those portions of the Union des Artistes’ application affecting 
choreographers and directors. The appropriateness of including these professions in the sector for 
which the Union des Artistes has been certified will be considered at a hearing scheduled for 
September 1997. 


LA GUILDE DES MUSICIENS DU QUEBEC 
(File No. 95-0017-A) 


Sector sought: 

“all performing musicians, conductors, arrangers, orchestrators, copyists and music librarians 
practising their art in the province of Quebec in the fields and disciplines listed in subsection 6(2) 
of the Status of the Artist Act.” 


Public notice of the application was given on January 16, 1996. Three copyright collectives applied 
for intervenor status and the American Federation of Musicians of the United States and Canada 
(AFM) questioned La Guilde des musiciens’ authority to file the application for certification since 
it is affiliated to the AFM as Local 406. 


After lengthy discussions, the AFM and La Guilde reached agreement on the issues affecting this 
application for certification and the AFM withdrew its opposition. Among other things, the 
agreement between La Guilde and the AFM provides that musicians in Québec will be represented 
by the AFM in negotiations with national producers and by La Guilde in negotiations with local 
producers. 


A hearing on the application was held in Montreal on December 10, 1996. In Decision No. 020 
issued January 16, 1997, La Guilde des musiciens du Québec was certified to represent a sector 
composed of all independent contractors engaged within the province of Québec by a producer 
subject to the Status of the Artist Act to perform the function of performing musician, conductor, 
arranger or orchestrator, except when these artists are represented by the AFM under the terms of 
the jurisdictional agreement between La Guilde des musiciens du Québec and the AFM dated 
October 23, 1996.

RECORDING MUSICIANS ASSOCIATION 
OF THE UNITED STATES AND CANADA - TORONTO CHAPTER (“RMA”) 
(File No. 95-0018-A) 


Sector sought : 
“musicians engaged in recording in the greater Metropolitan Toronto area.” 


Public notice of the application was given on January 16, 1996. The application overlapped with 
the American Federation of Musicians of the United States and Canada’s application (see File No. 
95-0008-A) and the two organizations eventually negotiated an agreement in October 1996 which 
provided that the RMA will be entitled to representation on the AFM negotiating committees with 
respect to the Television and Radio Commercial Announcements Agreement for Canada, the CBC 
Television and Radio agreements, and any other National Electronic Media agreements. 

At year end, the RMA had been asked by the Tribunal to formally confirm that it was withdrawing 
its application for certification. 


EDITORS’ ASSOCIATION OF CANADA (“EAC”) 
(File No. 95-0019-A) 


The application for certification was incomplete and the applicant was asked to provide further 
materials in support of its application. The matter was still pending at the fiscal year end. In any 
event, the Tribunal cannot proceed with consideration of this application unless regulations are 
enacted adding editors to the categories of professional artists who may benefit from the Act. 


ASSOCIATION QUEBECOISE DES REALISATEURS ET REALISATRICES 
DE CINEMA ET DE TELEVISION (“AQRRCT”) 
(File No. 95-0020-A) 


Sector sought: 

“with respect to all producers subject to the Status of the Artist Act, a sector composed of: 

a) any director domiciled in or a resident of the province of Québec who directs an audio- 

visual production in the French language or in any language other than an original English 
language production; 

b) any director who directs an audio-visual production in the French language or in any language 
other than an original English language production where all or part of the shooting takes place in 
the province of Québec; 

including all double shooting, any international shooting and any audio-visual work without 
dialogue.” 
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Public notice of the application was given on March 30, 1996. A hearing scheduled for 
September 11 and 12, 1996 was postponed to April 1997 at the request of the applicant. The matter 
was still pending at fiscal year end. 


The Association québécoise des réalisateurs et réalisatrices de cinéma et de télévision has since 
changed its named to Association des réalisateurs et réalisatrices du Québec (““ARRQ’”). 


ASSOCIATION DES PROFESSIONNELS DES ARTS 
DE LA SCENE DU QUEBEC (“APASQ-CSN”) 
(File No. 95-0021-A) 


Sector sought: 

all set, costume, lighting, sound, accessory and puppet designers, stage directors, stage managers, 
set painters, technical directors, production managers and all costume assistants, set designer 
assistants and production assistants working in the province of Québec and at the National Arts 
Centre in the areas of the performing arts, dance and variety entertainment.” 


Public notice of the application was given on April 6, 1996. At the request of the applicant, 
consideration of the application is being delayed until regulations prescribing the additional 
categories of professional artists subject to the Act are brought into force. The matter was still 
pending at fiscal year end. 


CONSEIL DES ARTS TEXTILES DU QUEBEC 
(File No. 95-0022-A) 


Sector sought : 

“ all textile artists in Quebec who produce original visual art works commissioned by producers 
subject to the Status of the Artist Act using techniques and/or processes specific to the field of textile 
arts.” 


Public notice of the application was given on June 15, 1996. Following this notice, the applicant 
withdrew its application and endorsed one filed by the Regroupement des artistes en arts visuels du 
Québec (File No. 96-0024-A). 
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FIGHT DIRECTORS, CANADA 
(File No. 96-0023-A) 


The applicant has been asked to provide a clarification of its proposed sector in order to avoid 
overlap with sectors already granted to other artists’ association. The matter was still pending at 
fiscal year end. 


REGROUPEMENT DES ARTISTES EN ARTS VISUELS DU QUEBEC (““RAAV”) 
(File No. 96-0024-A) 


Sector sought: 

‘all independent professional artists in the field of visual arts in Québec who are authors of original 
artistic works, either in single copy or a limited number of copies, that are commissioned or 
distributed by a producer subject to the Status of the Artist Act and expressed in the form of painting, 
sculpture, engraving, drawing, illustration, photography, textile art, installation, performance art, 
video art or any other form of expression of the same type; but excluding commercial photographers, 
commercial illustrators and independent artists working in the fields of arts and crafts, film or 
audio-visual media.” 


Public notice was given September 28, 1996. The application was heard in Montreal on 
March 21, 1997 and a decision was rendered after the end of the fiscal year. 


CONSEIL DES METIERS D’ ART DU QUEBEC (“CMAQ”) 
(File No. 96-0025-A) 


Sector sought: 

“* all independent professional artists and artisans in the field of arts and crafts in Québec who 
produce original artistic works, either in single or multiple copies, intended for a utilitarian or 
decorative purpose or as a form of expression, through the use of a craft associated with the 
transformation of wood, leather, textiles, metals, silicates or any other material, commissioned or 
distributed by any producer subject to the Status of the Artist Act.” 


Public notice was given on October 26, 1996 and the application was scheduled for hearing in 
May 1997. 
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ASSOCIATION DES PROFESSIONNELS 
DE LA VIDEO DU QUEBEC (“AP VQ-CSN”) 
(File No. 96-0026-A) 


The Association des professionnels de la vidéo du Québec (APVQ-CSN) has applied to represent 
a sector composed of a number of disciplines, including entrepreneurs working in creative fields not 
specifically defined in the Status of the Artist Act. Until regulations prescribing additional categories 
of artists eligible for coverage are passed, the applicant has requested that the Tribunal defer 
consideration of this application. 


CANADIAN ARTISTS REPRESENTATION / 
LE FRONT DES ARTISTES CANADIENS (““CARFAC”) 
(File No. 96-0027-A) 


The application for certification was incomplete and the applicant was asked to provide additional 
documents and information in support of its application. The matter was still pending at fiscal year 
end. 


ASSOCIATION DES JOURNALISTES INDEPENDANTS DU QUEBEC 
(File No. 96-0028-A) 


The application for certification was received on March 20, 1997 and was incomplete. The applicant 


was asked to provide additional documents and information in support of its application and the 
matter was pending at fiscal year end. 
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Applications for a Declaration or Determination 


WRITERS GUILD OF CANADA AND TVONTARIO 
(File No. 96-0005-D) 


The Writers Guild of Canada filed an application seeking a declaration that: 


a) the Ontario Educational Communications Authority (“TVOntario”) is a producer within the 
meaning of the Status of the Artist Act; and 


b) the scale agreement between TVOntario and the Ontario Association of Artists and Educators 
dated December 13, 1991, except the termination provision of Article 2403, shall continue to bind 
the parties until a new scale agreement 1s entered into. 


A hearing scheduled for January 16 and 17, 1997 was cancelled when the parties reached a 
settlement and the application was withdrawn by the applicant. 


UNION DES ARTISTES AND TELE-METROPOLE INC. 
(File No. 96-0016-D) 


In November 1996, the Tribunal received a reference from arbitrator under section 41 of the Status 
of the Artist Act involving the Union des Artistes (UDA) and Télé-Métropole Inc. (TM). The case, 
dating back to 1995, was pursuant to a grievance filed by UDA alleging that TM had not complied 
with the collective agreement as it had not sent UDA a contract of employment for a traffic reporter 
who appeared on the program Salut Bonjour! produced by TM. The key issue in dispute was 
whether the traffic reporter was an independent entrepreneur subject to the collective agreement 
between UDA and TM. 


The parties presented their case to the Tribunal in Montreal on March 19, 1997 and a decision was 
rendered after the end of the fiscal year.

Complaints 


NATIONAL ARTS CENTRE CORPORATION AND LOCAL 180 
OF THE AMERICAN FEDERATION OF MUSICIANS 

OF THE UNITED STATES AND CANADA 

(File No. 96-0008-C) 


The National Arts Centre Corporation (NAC) filed a complaint against the musicians of the NAC 
Orchestra, represented by Local 180 of the American Federation of Musicians of the United States 
and Canada, alleging failure to bargain in good faith contrary to subsection 32(a) of the Status of the 
Artist Act. 


One of the preliminary issues to be dealt with involved a question of jurisdiction, and in particular 
whether the bargaining relationship between the NAC and Local 180 is subject to the Status of the 
Artist Act. Although it is clear that the NAC is a producer within the meaning of the Act, a question 
had been raised as to whether the orchestra musicians are independent contractors or employees of 
the NAC. 


Despite the filing of the complaint, the parties resumed collective bargaining and reached a 


resolution which included withdrawal of the complaint. As a result, Tribunal proceedings which had 
been scheduled for March 12 to 14, 1997 were cancelled.

MEMBERS’ BIOGRAPHIES 


Mr. David P. Silcox 
Toronto, Ontario 


David P. Silcox was appointed as Chairperson and Chief Executive Officer of the Tribunal effective 
March 1, 1998. A member of the Tribunal since December 1995, Mr. Silcox holds a Master of Arts 
from the University of Toronto and has been awarded an honorary Doctor of Letters by the 
University of Windsor. He is also a fellow of England’s Royal Society of Arts. 


Mr. Silcox 1s arecognized art critic and author with extensive experience in cultural portfolios at the 
federal, provincial and municipal levels, having held such positions as Director of Cultural Affairs 
for the Municipality of Metropolitan Toronto, Assistant Deputy Minister (Culture) with the federal 
Department of Communications and Deputy Minister with the Ontario Ministry of Culture and 
Communications. Mr. Silcox has served on numerous boards and commissions and has been very 
active in the cultural community. He 1s the co-author of a major book on the painter Tom Thomson 
and the author of an extensive biography of David Milne which was published in 1996. 


Mr. André T. Fortier 
Hull, Quebec 


André T. Fortier was appointed Vice-chairperson of the Tribunal in March 1995 and his mandate 
was renewed in March 1998. Mr. Fortier served as the acting Chairperson of the Tribunal from 
September 1995 to February 1998. A graduate of the Université de Montréal, he holds a Bachelor 
of Arts, a Bachelor of Science and a Master of Science (Mathematics and Statistics). In 1983, he was 
awarded an honorary Doctor of Laws degree by Dalhousie University. 


Mr. Fortier has been active in the cultural sector for a number of years. He has held the positions 
of Director of the Canada Council, Assistant Under Secretary of State responsible for cultural 
policies in the Department of the Secretary of State, and Under Secretary of State responsible for 
cultural policy, official languages, multiculturalism and citizenship. He also served as the first 
Chairperson of the Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council. Mr. Fortier is the author of 
numerous publications in the cultural field and a recipient of the Diplome d’honneur of the Canadian 
Conference of the Arts. 
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Mr. Curtis Barlow 
Charlottetown, Prince Edward Island 


Curtis Barlow has been a member of the Tribunal since March 1, 1998. Mr. Barlow is the Executive 
Director and Chief Executive Officer of the Confederation Centre of the Arts in Charlottetown. He 
served as the Canadian Cultural Counsellor to the United States of America from October 1990 to 
July 1996. Prior to that, he was the Cultural Counsellor to the United Kingdom at the Canadian High 
Commission in London and Director of the Canada House Cultural Centre in Trafalgar Square from 
1986 to 1990. Mr. Barlow was the Executive Director of the Professional Association of Canadian 
Theatres (PACT) from 1977 to 1986, during which time he also held the position of President of the 
Canadian Conference of the Arts for a two-year term (1984-1986). 


Mr. Robert Bouchard 
Lac Beauport, Québec 


Robert Bouchard has been a member of the Tribunal since April 1997. He is a member of the 
Québec Bar and has been in private practice as a lawyer since 1978. He is a professor of law and 
administration at the Collége de Limoilou and has been a labour and commercial law instructor at 
the Université Laval and the Université du Québec in Rimouski. Mr. Bouchard is the author of 
various publications focussing on individual rights and responsibilities. He studied music at the 
Conservatoire de Québec. 


Mr. J. Armand Lavoie 
Tracadie, New-Brunswick 


Armand Lavoie was appointed as a member of the Tribunal in March 1995 for a three-year mandate 
that ended on February 28, 1998. He holds a Bachelor of Arts from the Université du Sacré-Coeur 
in Bathurst and a Bachelor’s degree in Agricultural Science from the Université Laval. He was a 
professor in the Faculty of Agriculture at the Université Laval from 1955 to 1961 and continued his 
career in agronomy with the province of New Brunswick until 1992. 


Mr. Lavoie became well-known in the Acadian community through his active involvement in the 
field of music. Mr. Lavoie participated in numerous international choral festivals throughout 
Canada. He has given courses in choral direction, and has produced a number of records and tapes 
and several 45's as well as musical shows for radio and television. 
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Ms. Meeka Walsh 
Winnipeg, Manitoba 


Meeka Walsh was appointed as a member of the Tribunal in March 1995 and her mandate was 
renewed in March 1998. Ms. Walsh holds a Bachelor’s degree in Art History. She has had 
extensive editorial experience as a publishing consultant to the Confederation Centre of the Arts in 
Charlottetown and the Winnipeg Art Gallery, where she also edited a number of major catalogues. 


Ms. Walsh was President of the Winnipeg Periodicals’ Association in 1985 and 1986 and has also 
served as a member of the Publishing Policy Advisory Committee to the Minister of Culture, 
Heritage and Recreation in Manitoba. From 1989 to 1992, Ms. Walsh was Vice-President of the 
Manitoba Writers’ Guild. She has acted as a juror for the Saskatchewan Arts Board and the 
Manitoba Arts Council. Ms. Walsh has been involved with the arts magazine Border Crossings in 
a number of capacities since 1983, and has been the magazine’s editor since 1993. Ms. Walsh’s 
collection of short stories, The Garden of Earthly Intimacies, was published in 1996. 
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THE TRIBUNAL’S MANDATE 


The Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal is the independent quasi- 
judicial agency established to administer the framework governing professional relations between 
self-employed artists and producers under federal jurisdiction that is prescribed by the Status of the 
Artist Act (hereinafter called the Ac). 


The Act defines “artists” as independent contractors who are authors within the meaning of the 
Copyright Act, directors, performers or other professionals who contribute to the creation of a 
production. All broadcasting undertakings under the jurisdiction of the Canadian Radio-Television 
and Telecommunications Commission, all federal government departments and the majority of 
federal government institutions are considered to be “producers” for the purposes of the Act. 


By following the procedures specified in the Act, associations representing self-employed artists can 
obtain legal recognition and the right to negotiate with producers for the purpose of entering into 
scale agreements. These agreements will specify the terms and conditions under which self- 
employed professionals in a particular cultural sector will provide their services to producers in the 
federal jurisdiction. 


The objective of the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal is to contribute 
to the enhancement of Canada’s cultural community by encouraging constructive professional 
relations between artists, as independent contractors, and producers in the federal jurisdiction. 


The Tribunal’s principal responsibilities are: 


* to define the sectors of cultural activities subject to federal jurisdiction that are suitable for 
collective bargaining; 


* to certify artists’ associations to represent these sectors; 


¢ to hear and decide complaints of unfair practices filed by artists, artists’ associations and 
producers and to prescribe appropriate remedies. 


The Tribunal reports to Parliament through the Minister of Labour. However, certain important 
provisions of the Act specify a role for the Minister of Canadian Heritage. 
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THE TRIBUNAL’S ACTIVITIES 
Introduction 


During its third year of operation, the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations 
Tribunal continued on the path established in its first two years, by rendering decisions on matters 
related to applications for certification, review, declarations and complaints. During fiscal year 
1997-1998, the Tribunal issued six final decisions and two interim decisions. 


Since it began operations in May 1995, the Tribunal has received 28 applications for certification. 
As of March 31, 1998, 15 final and 10 interim decisions had been rendered relative to these 
applications. In three cases, the applications were withdrawn. The Tribunal entered fiscal year 
1997-1998 with 14 applications for certification outstanding. At the end of the fiscal year, ten 
applications remained outstanding; in certain cases this was because the applications were 
incomplete and in others it was because the applications require that regulations be promulgated by 
the Governor in Council. During the fiscal year, three complaints, two requests for review and one 
application for consent to prosecute were filed. 


Two new members were appointed during the fiscal year, and the mandate of one member expired. 
On April 1, 1997, Mr. Robert Bouchard was named to the Tribunal and on March 1, 1998, 
Mr. Curtis Barlow became a member. As of March 1, Mr. David P. Silcox assumed the role of 
Chairperson and Chief Executive Officer of the Tribunal, Mr. André Fortier was reappointed as 
Vice-Chairperson and Ms. Meeka Walsh was reappointed asa member. Armand Lavoie’s three-year 
mandate ended on February 28, 1998. 


Four issues of the Tribunal’s /nformation Bulletin were published during the fiscal year. This 
publication provides a summary of decisions issued by the Tribunal, information on developments 
at the Tribunal and details on a variety of matters of interest to parties bargaining under the Status 
of the Artist Act. 
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Applications for Certification 


During the 1997-1998 fiscal year, the Tribunal defined four new sectors of artistic activity suitable 
for collective bargaining, certified three artists’ associations and ordered that a representation vote 
be held in one case. A summary of the status of each application for certification is presented below. 


ASSOCIATED DESIGNERS OF CANADA 
(File No. 95-0007-A) 


Sector sought: 
“set, costume, lighting and sound designers working within the live performing arts industry.” 


Public notice of the application was given January 27, 1996. The Professional Association of 
Canadian Theatres (PACT) and the Association des professionnels des arts de la scéne du Québec 
(APASQ) notified the Tribunal of their intention to intervene. At the end of the fiscal year, the 
applicant was continuing in discussions with APASQ in an effort to agree on the respective 
jurisdiction of the two organizations. A hearing will be scheduled once the applicant advises the 
Tribunal that it is ready to proceed. 


SOCIETE DES AUTEURS, RECHERCHISTES, DOCUMENTALISTES ET COMPOSITEURS 
(File No. 95-0009-A) 


The Société des auteurs, recherchistes, documentalistes et compositeurs (SARDeC) has applied to 
represent a number of independent contractors who work as researchers in the French language. 


Researchers are not included in the categories of professional artists defined in subparagraphs 
6(2)(6)() and (ii) of the Status of the Artist Act. However, subparagraph 6(2)(b)(ii1) of the Act 
permits the Governor in Council to adopt regulations to include additional categories of professional 
artists within its scope. Until regulations are passed to include researchers within the definition of 
professional artists, the Tribunal cannot proceed with SARDeC’s application. 


THE WRITERS UNION OF CANADA & THE LEAGUE OF CANADIAN POETS 
(File No. 95-0014-A) 


The Writers Union of Canada (TWUC) and the League of Canadian Poets (LCP) filed a joint 
application for certification in November 1995. After filing their application, TWUC and LCP had 
discussions with other literary organizations regarding the proposed sector definition, and advised 
the Tribunal that amendments might be proposed. At the request of the applicants, consideration of 
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the application was postponed and in February 1998 the Tribunal received an amended application 
from the applicants. Public notice of the application was given in the Canada Gazette on 
March 7, 1998 and in other Canadian dailies starting March 11, 1998. 


Sector sought: 

“all independent contractors engaged by a producer subject to the Status of the Artist Act as: 

i) authors of literary works, in languages other than French, initially published in volume, electronic 
or multimedia form; or 

i1) authors of literary works, in languages other than French, initially published in volume, electronic 
or multimedia form and offered for performance or adaptation into other media including audio, 
audiovisual, multimedia and other electronic forms, but excluding: 

a) authors covered by the certification granted to the Periodical Writers Association of Canada by 
the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal on June 4, 1996; 

b) authors covered by the certification granted to the Writers Guild of Canada by the Canadian 
Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal on June 25, 1996; and 

c) playwrights covered by the certification granted to the Playwrights' Union of Canada by the 
Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal on December 13, 1996.” 


The application has been scheduled for hearing in the Fall of 1998. 


UNION DES ARTISTES 
(File No. 95-0016-A) 


Sector sought: 

“all performers, choreographers and directors who perform, sing, recite, direct or perform in any 
manner whatsoever, in a literary, musical or dramatic work, or in a mime, variety, circus or puppet 
show: 

i) broadcast, presented or performed in Quebec; 

ii) broadcast, presented or performed in Canada, outside Quebec, to a French-speaking audience; 
with respect to all producers subject to the Status of the Artist Act throughout Canada, save and 
except: 

a) the sector recognized by |’Union des Artistes as being within the jurisdiction of the Canadian 
Actors’ Equity Association pursuant to an agreement between the two unions; 

b) the sector recognized by l’Union des Artistes as being within the jurisdiction of the Alliance of 
Canadian Television and Radio Artists pursuant to an agreement between the two unions; 

c) artists who play musical instruments in all areas of artistic production, including persons who sing 
while playing a musical instrument for the instrumental portion of their performance.” 


Public notice of the application was given on February 3, 1996 and a hearing was held in Montreal 


from June 5 to 7, 1996. In Decision No. 017 issued August 29, 1996, the Tribunal granted interim 
certification to the Union des Artistes (UDA) to represent a sector composed of: 
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“all performers who are independent contractors who perform, sing, recite or act in any manner 
whatsoever, in a literary, musical or dramatic work, or in a mime, variety, circus or puppet show: 

i) broadcast, presented or performed in Quebec; 

il) broadcast, presented or performed in Canada outside Quebec and intended for a French-speaking 
audience; 

with respect to all producers subject to the Status of the Artist Act throughout Canada, save and 
Sxcepic 

a) independent contractors who are covered by the certification granted to the Canadian Actors' 
Equity Association by the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal on 
April 25, 1996 and subject to the agreement made between the Union des Artistes and the Canadian 
Actors' Equity Association dated November 6, 1992; 

b) independent contractors who are covered by the certification granted to the ACTRA Performers' 
Guild by the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal on June 25, 1996 and 
subject to the agreement between the Union des Artistes and the ACTRA Performers' Guild dated 
May 17, 1996; ; 

c) artists who play musical instruments in all areas of artistic production, including persons who sing 
while playing a musical instrument for the instrumental portion of their performance.” 


In Decision No. 017, the Tribunal did not deal with those portions of the UDA’s application 
affecting choreographers and directors. The appropriateness of including these professions in the 
sector for which UDA has been certified was considered in a joint hearing (UDA, Association des 
professionnels des arts de la scene du Québec (APASQ) et Association des réalisateurs et 
réalisatrices du Québec) held in Montreal from September 9 to 12, 1997 and on October 21 
and 22, 1997. On December 30, 1997, the Tribunal issued Decision No. 024, dealing with directors 
and choreographers. At the same time, the Tribunal ordered that the interim certification granted to 
the Union des Artistes on August 29, 1996 be amended to include choreographers and updated to 
reflect the certifications granted to the American Federation of Musicians of the United States and 
Canada and La Guilde des musiciens du Québec in January 1997. 


With respect to directors in theatre (“metteurs en scéne”), a competing application for certification 
in respect of the same sector was filed by UDA and APASQ. The Tribunal ordered that a 
representation vote be conducted to determine the association most representative of these 
professionals. On February 2, 1998, Acting Chairperson André Fortier directed Tribunal Member 
Robert Bouchard to meet with the applicants to discuss the mechanics of the vote. An application 
for review of Decision No. 024 was subsequently filed jointly by UDA and APASQ, seeking to allow 
all French language stage directors in the sector, and not just the members of the applicant 
associations, to participate in the representation vote ordered by the Tribunal. The Tribunal granted 
the request (see the section “Applications for Review” in this report). The representation vote 
ordered by the Tribunal was scheduled to be conducted in June 1998. 
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RECORDING MUSICIANS ASSOCIATION OF THE UNITED STATES AND CANADA (TORONTO) 
(File No. 95-0018-A) 


Sector sought : 
“musicians engaged in recording in the greater Metropolitan Toronto area.” 


Public notice of the application was given on January 16, 1996. The application overlapped with 
that of the American Federation of Musicians of the United States and Canada (File No. 95-0008-A) 
and the two organizations eventually negotiated an agreement in October 1996 which provided that 
the Recording Musicians Association of the United States and Canada (Toronto) (RMA) will be 
entitled to representation on the AFM negotiating committees with respect to the Television and 
Radio Commercial Announcements Agreement for Canada, the CBC Television and Radio 
agreements, and any other National Electronic Media agreements. On May 13, 1997, the RMA 
formally confirmed that it was withdrawing its application for certification. 


EDITORS’ ASSOCIATION OF CANADA 
(File No. 95-0019-A) 


The application for certification was incomplete and the applicant was asked to provide further 
materials in support of its application. The matter was still pending at the fiscal year end. In any 
event, the Tribunal cannot proceed with consideration of this application unless regulations are 
enacted adding editors to the categories of professional artists who may benefit from the Act. 


ASSOCIATION DES REALISATEURS ET REALISATRICES DU QUEBEC 
(File No. 95-0020-A) 


Sector sought: 

“with respect to all producers subject to the Status of the Artist Act, a sector composed of: 

a) any director domiciled in or a resident of the province of Québec who directs an audio-visual 
production in the French language or in any language other than an original English language 
production; 

b) any director who directs an audio-visual production in the French language or in any language 
other than an original English language production where all or part of the shooting takes place in 
the province of Québec; 

including all double shooting, any international shooting and any audio-visual work without 
dialogue.” 


Public notice of the application was given on March 30, 1996. A hearing scheduled for 
September 11 and 12, 1996 was postponed at the request of the applicant. The application was heard 
in a joint hearing involving the Union des Artistes (UDA), the Association des professionnels des 
arts de la scéne du Québec (APASQ) and Association des réalisateurs et réalisatrices du Québec 
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(ARRQ) held in Montreal from September 9 to 12, 1997 and on October 21 and 22, 1997. In 
Decision No. 024 issued on December 30, 1997, certification was granted to the ARRQ to represent, 
for the purposes of collective bargaining, a sector composed of: 

“all independent contractors engaged by a producer subject to the Status of the Artist Act to perform 
the functions of a director, and who: 

a) are domiciled or resident in the province of Quebec and who direct an audio-visual production in 
the French language or in any language other than English; or 

b) direct an audio-visual production in the French language or in any language other than English 
when the shooting takes place primarily in the province of Quebec; 

excluding professional independent contractors in the field of visual arts engaged in video art who 
are covered by the certification granted by the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations 
Tribunal to the Regroupement des artistes en arts visuels du Québec on April 15, 1997.” 


ASSOCIATION DES PROFESSIONNELS DES ARTS DE LA SCENE DU QUEBEC 
(File No. 95-0021-A) 


Sector sought: 

“all set, costume, lighting, sound, accessory and puppet designers, stage directors, stage managers, 
set painters, technical directors, production managers and all costume assistants, set designer 
assistants and production assistants working in the province of Québec and at the National Arts 
Centre in the areas of the performing arts, dance and variety entertainment.” 


Public notice of the application was given on April 6, 1996. At the request of the applicant, 
consideration of certain aspects of the application is being delayed until regulations prescribing the 
additional categories of professional artists subject to the Act are brought into force. These aspects 
of the application were still pending at fiscal year end. 


However, with respect to directors in theatre (“metteurs en scéne”), a competing application for 
certification in respect of the same sector was filed by I’ Association des professionnels des arts de 
la scéne du Québec (APASQ) et |’Union des artistes (UDA). A joint hearing involving APASQ, 
UDA and | Association des réalisateurs et réalisatrices du Québec (ARRQ) was held in Montreal 
from September 9 to 12, 1997 and on October 21 and 22, 1997. On December 30, 1997, the 
Tribunal issued Decision No. 024, in which it ordered that a representation vote be conducted to 
determine whether these professionals should be represented by APASQ or UDA. On 
February 2, 1998, Acting Chairperson André Fortier directed Tribunal Member Robert Bouchard to 
meet with the applicants to discuss the mechanics of the vote. An application for review of Decision 
No. 024 was subsequently filed jointly by UDA and APASQ seeking to allow all French language 
stage directors in the sector, and not just the members of the applicant associations, to participate in 
the representation vote ordered by the Tribunal. The Tribunal granted the request (see the section 
“Applications for Review” in this report). The representation vote ordered by the Tribunal was 
scheduled to be conducted in June 1998. 
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FIGHT DIRECTORS, CANADA 
(File No. 96-0023-A) 


Certifications given to the Canadian Actors’ Equity Association, ACTRA Performers Guild and 
Union des Artistes has removed many of the independent artists from the sector Fight Directors, 
Canada was seeking to represent. The applicant has been asked to advise the Tribunal whether it 
wishes to proceed with an application for a much smaller sector than it originally sought. The matter 
was still pending at fiscal year end. 


REGROUPEMENT DES ARTISTES EN ARTS VISUELS DU QUEBEC 
(File No. 96-0024-A) 


Sector sought: 

“all independent professional artists in the field of visual arts in Québec who are authors of original 
artistic works, either in single copy or a limited number of copies, that are commissioned or 
distributed by a producer subject to the Status of the Artist Act and expressed in the form of painting, 
sculpture, engraving, drawing, illustration, photography, textile art, installation, performance art, 
video art or any other form of expression of the same type; but excluding commercial photographers, 
commercial illustrators and independent artists working in the fields of arts and crafts, film or 
audio-visual media.” 


Public notice was given September 28, 1996. The application was heard in Montreal on 
March 21, 1997 and Decision No. 021 was issued on April 15, 1997. In this decision, the 
Regroupement des artistes en arts visuels du Québec (RAAV) was certified to represent a sector 
composed of: 

“all professional independent contractors in the field of visual arts in Quebec who are authors of 
original artistic works of research or expression, either in single copy or a limited number of copies, 
that are commissioned or distributed by a producer subject to the Status of the Artist Act and 
expressed in the form of painting, sculpture, engraving, drawing, illustration, photography, textile 
art, installation, performance art, video art or any other form of expression of the same nature, 
excluding: 

a) independent contractors working in the fields of arts and crafts, film and audio-visual media; 
b) commercial photographers and commercial illustrators covered by the certification granted by the 
Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal to the Canadian Association of 
Photographers and Illustrators in Communications on April 26, 1996 and in accordance with the 
terms of the agreement concluded between the Regroupement des artistes en arts visuels du Québec 
and the Canadian Association of Photographers and [Illustrators in Communications on 
March 20, 1997; 

c) artists covered by the certification granted to the Union des Artistes by the Canadian Artists and 
Producers Professional Relations Tribunal on August 29, 1996 and in accordance with the terms of 
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the agreement concluded between the Regroupement des artistes en arts visuels du Québec and the 
Union des Artistes on March 20, 1997; 
d) artists who practice the art of set design and costume design for theatrical use.” 


CONSEIL DES METIERS D’ ART DU QUEBEC 
(File No. 96-0025-A) 


Sector sought: 

“all independent professional artists and artisans in the field of arts and crafts in Québec who 
produce original artistic works, either in single or multiple copies, intended for a utilitarian or 
decorative purpose or as a form of expression, through the use of a craft associated with the 
transformation of wood, leather, textiles, metals, silicates or any other material, commissioned or 
distributed by any producer subject to the Status of the Artist Act.” 


Public notice was given on October 26, 1996 and the application was heard in Montreal on 
May 23, 1997. In Decision No 023 issued on June 4, 1997, the Conseil des métiers d’art du Québec 
(CMAQ) was certified to represent a sector composed of: 

“artists and artisans in Québec, members of the Conseil des métiers d'art du Québec, who produce 
original artistic works, either in single or multiple copies, intended for a utilitarian or decorative 
purpose or as a form of expression, through the use of a craft associated with the transformation of 
wood, leather, textiles, metals, silicates or any other material, commissioned or distributed by any 
producer subject to the Status of the Artist Act.” 


On October 10, 1997, CMAQ filed a request for review of this sector (see the section “Applications 
for Review” in this report). 


ASSOCIATION DES PROFESSIONNELS DE LA VIDEO DU QUEBEC 
(File No. 96-0026-A) 


The Association des professionnels de la vidéo du Québec (APVQ-CSN) has applied to represent 
a sector composed of a number of disciplines, including entrepreneurs working in creative fields not 
specifically defined in the Status of the Artist Act. Until regulations prescribing additional categories 
of artists eligible for coverage are passed, the applicant has requested that the Tribunal defer 
consideration of this application. 


Annual Report 1997 - 1998 


CANADIAN ARTISTS REPRESENTATION / LE FRONT DES ARTISTES CANADIENS 
(File No. 96-0027-A) 


Sector sought: 

“all independent professional visual and media artists in Canada who are authors of original artistic 
works of research or expression commissioned by a producer subject to the Status of the Artist Act 
and expressed in the form of painting, sculpture, printmaking, engraving, drawing, installation, 
performance art, craft-based media, textile art, fine art film and video, fine art photography or any 
other form of expression of the same type, excluding: 

a) artists covered by the certification granted to the Conseil des métiers d'art du Québec by the 
Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal on June 4, 1997; 

b) artists covered by the certification granted to the Regroupement des artistes en arts visuels du 
Québec by the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal on April 15, 1997; 
Cc) artists covered by the certification granted to the Canadian Association of Photographers and 
Illustrators in Communications by the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations 
Tribunal on April 26, 1996.” 


Public notice of the application was given in the Canada Gazette on August 30, 1997 and in other 
Canadian newspapers in September and October 1997. Nine organizations notified the Tribunal of 
their interest in this application and at fiscal year end the applicant was in contact with a number of 
the intervenors in an effort to resolve their concerns. 


ASSOCIATION DES JOURNALISTES INDEPENDANTS DU QUEBEC 
(File No. 96-0028-A) 


The application for certification was received on March 20, 1997 and was incomplete. The applicant 


was asked to provide additional documents and information in support of its application and the 
matter was pending at fiscal year end. 
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Applications for Review 


During the 1997-1998 fiscal year, two applications for review were filed with the Tribunal. 


UNION DES ARTISTES and 
ASSOCIATION DES PROFESSIONNELS DES ARTS DE LA SCENE DU QUEBEC 
(Dossier n° 97-16/21-E) 


An application for review of certain portions of Decision No. 024 was filed jointly by I’ Association 
des professionnels des arts de la scéne du Québec (APASQ) et l’Union des artistes (UDA) on 
February 20, 1998. In their request, the applicants asked the Tribunal to amend the decision issued 
on December 30, 1997, to enable all French language stage directors in the sector, and not just the 
members of the applicant associations, to participate in a representation vote ordered by the Tribunal. 
In Decision No. 025 issued on March 10, 1998, the Tribunal granted the request and ordered that 
paragraphs [112] and [144] of decision No. 024 be amended. A new order setting forth the 
procedures for the representation vote was issued on March 10, 1998, and voting was scheduled for 
June 1998. 


CONSEIL DES METIERS D'ART DU QUEBEC 
(Dossier n° 97-0025-E) 


On October 10, 1997, the Conseil des métiers d'art du Québec (CMAQ) filed an application for 
review of Decision No. 023 in order to expand the scope of the sector it was certified to represent 
to include all artists and artisans working in the field of arts and crafts in Quebec regardless of 
whether or not they are members of CMAQ. The CMAQ’s application for review was considered 
at a plenary session of the Tribunal held on March 26, 1998, following which the Tribunal ordered 
that a public hearing be held. A hearing was scheduled for May 1998. 
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Applications for a Declaration or Determination 


UNION DES ARTISTES AND TELE-METROPOLE INC. 
(File No. 96-0016-D) 


In November 1996, the Tribunal received a reference from arbitrator under section 41 of the Status 
of the Artist Act involving the Union des Artistes (UDA) and Télé-Métropole Inc. (TM). The case, 
dating back to 1995, was pursuant to a grievance filed by UDA alleging that TM had not complied 
with the collective agreement as it had not sent UDA a contract of employment for a traffic reporter 
who appeared on the program Salut Bonjour! produced by TM. The key issue in dispute was 
whether the traffic reporter was an independent entrepreneur subject to the collective agreement 
between UDA and TM. 


The parties presented their case to the Tribunal in Montreal on March 19, 1997 and a decision 
(No. 022) was issued on April 15, 1997. The Tribunal was of the opinion that the question must be 
answered in the negative: the collective agreement between the UDA and TM does not apply to the 
traffic reporter because, in the context of the arrangement between his employer, CFGL, and TM, 
he is not an independent contractor vis-a-vis TM. 


TEESE 
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Complaints and Applications for Consent to Prosecute 


CANADIAN ACTORS’ EQUITY ASSOCIATION 
(Dossier n° 97-0001-C) 


A complaint and an application for consent to prosecute were filed by the Canadian Actors’ Equity 
Association (CAEA) against the Professional Association of Canadian Theatres (PACT) and Alberta 
Theatre Projects (ATP) on July 2, 1997. On October 10, 1997, with the consent of the parties, the 
Tribunal appointed Elizabeth MacPherson and Lorraine Farkas as mediators, instructed to meet with 
the parties and endeavour to resolve the complaint and application for consent to prosecute. The 
mediation was unsuccessful and the matter was pending at fiscal year end. 


SOCIETE DES AUTEURS RECHERCHISTES, DOCUMENTALISTES ET COMPOSITEURS 
(Dossier n° 97-0003-C) 


A complaint was filed by the Société des auteurs, recherchistes, documentalistes et compositeurs 
(SARDeC) against TV Ontario pursuant to paragraph 32(a) of the Status of the Artist Act. When the 
parties agreed to commence negotiations, SARDeC requested that the Tribunal postpone its 
proceedings with regard to the complaint. The Tribunal agreed to the request and has adjourned its 
proceedings sine die. The matter was pending at fiscal year end. 


LAWRENCE S. CURRIE 
(Dossier n° 97-9001-C) 


A complaint was filed by Lawrence S. Currie against Pepsi Co Inc. in July 1997. The Tribunal 


determined that it does not have the constitutional jurisdiction necessary to deal with the complaint, 
and therefore, the complaint was dismissed.

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2. MEMBERS’ BIOGRAPHIES 


Mr. David P. Silcox 
Toronto, Ontario 


David P. Silcox has been a member of the Tribunal since December 1995 and was 
appointed Chairperson and Chief Executive Officer of the Tribunal effective 
March 1, 1998.

He is 
also the author of an extensive biography of David Milne, published in 1996, and co- 
author of a catalogue raisonné of the paintings of the same artist which was published 
in 1998. 


Mr. André T. Fortier 
Hull, Québec 


André T. Fortier was appointed Vice-chairperson of the Tribunal in March 1995. His 
term ended on February 28, 1999. Mr. Fortier served as the acting Chairperson of the 
Tribunal from September 1995 to February 1998. A graduate of the Université de 
Montréal, he holds a Bachelor of Arts, a Bachelor of Science and a Master of Science 
(Mathematics and Statistics). In 1983, he was awarded an honorary Doctor of Laws 
degree by Dalhousie University. 


Mr. Fortier has been active in the cultural sector for a number of years. He has held the 
positions of Director of the Canada Council, Assistant Under Secretary of State 
responsible for cultural policies in the Department of the Secretary of State, and Under 
Secretary of State responsible for cultural policy, official languages, multiculturalism 
and citizenship. He also served as the first Chairperson of the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council. Mr. Fortier is the author of numerous publications in the 
cultural field and a recipient of the Canadian Conference of the Arts’ Dipléme 
d’honneur. 
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Mr. Curtis Barlow 
Charlottetown, Prince Edward Island 


Curtis Barlow has been a member of the Tribunal since March 1, 1998. Mr. Barlow is 
the Executive Director and Chief Executive Officer of the Confederation Centre of the 
Arts in Charlottetown. He served as the Canadian Cultural Counsellor to the United 
States of America from October 1990 to July 1996. Prior to that, he was the Cultural 
Counsellor to the United Kingdom at the Canadian High Commission in London and 
Director of the Canada House Cultural Centre in Trafalgar Square from 1986 to 1990. 
Mr. Barlow was the Executive Director of the Professional Association of Canadian 
Theatres (PACT) from 1977 to 1986, during which time he also held the position of 
President of the Canadian Conference of the Arts for a two-year term (1984-1986). 


Mr. Robert Bouchard 
Lac Beauport, Québec 


Robert Bouchard has been a member of the Tribunal since April 1997. He is a member 
of the Québec Bar and has been in private practice as a lawyer since 1978. He teaches 
law and administration at the Collége de Limoilou and has been a labour and 
commercial law instructor at the Université Laval and the Université du Québec in 
Rimouski. Mr. Bouchard is the author of various publications focussing on individual 
rights and responsibilities. He studied music at the Conservatoire de musique de 
Québec. 


Ms. Meeka Walsh 
Winnipeg, Manitoba 


Meeka Walsh was appointed as a member of the Tribunal in March 1995 and her term 
was renewed in March 1998. Ms. Walsh holds a Bachelor’s degree in Art History. She 
has had extensive editorial experience as a publishing consultant to the Confederation 
Centre of the Arts in Charlottetown and the Winnipeg Art Gallery, where she also edited 
a number of major catalogues. 


Ms. Walsh was President of the Winnipeg Periodicals Association in 1985 and 1986 and 
has also served as a member of the Publishing Policy Advisory Committee to the 
Minister of Culture, Heritage and Recreation in Manitoba. From 1989 to 1992, 
Ms. Walsh was Vice-President of the Manitoba Writers’ Guild. She has acted as a juror 
for the Saskatchewan Arts Board and the Manitoba Arts Council. Ms. Walsh has been 
involved with the arts magazine Border Crossings in a number of capacities since 1983, 
and has been the magazine’s editor since 1993. In 1996, she published a collection of 
short stories, The Garden of Earthly Intimacies. 
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3. THE TRIBUNAL’S MANDATE 


The Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal is the independent 
quasi-judicial agency established to administer the framework governing professional 
relations between self-employed artists and producers under federal jurisdiction that is 
prescribed by the Status of the Artist Act (hereinafter called the Ac‘). 


The Act defines “artists” as independent contractors who are authors within the meaning 
of the Copyright Act, directors, performers or other professionals who contribute to the 
creation of a production. All broadcasting undertakings under the jurisdiction of the 
Canadian Radio-Television and Telecommunications Commission, all federal 
government departments and the majority of federal government institutions are 
considered to be “producers” for the purposes of the Act. 


By following the procedures specified in the Act, associations representing self- 
employed artists can obtain legal recognition and the right to negotiate with producers 
for the purpose of entering into scale agreements. These agreements will specify the 
minimum terms and conditions under which self-employed professionals in a particular 
cultural sector will provide their services to producers in the federal jurisdiction. 


The objective of the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal is 
to contribute to the enhancement of Canada’s cultural community by encouraging 
constructive professional relations between artists, as independent contractors, and 
producers in the federal jurisdiction. 


The Tribunal’s principal responsibilities are: 


¢ to define the sectors of cultural activities subject to federal jurisdiction that are 
suitable for collective bargaining; 


* to certify artists’ associations to represent these sectors; 


¢ to hear and decide complaints of unfair practices filed by artists, artists’ associations 
and producers and to prescribe appropriate remedies. 


The Tribunal reports to Parliament through the Minister of Labour. However, certain 
provisions of the Act specify a role for the Minister of Canadian Heritage. 
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4. THE TRIBUNAL’S ACTIVITIES 
4.1 Introduction 


During the course of its fourth year, the certifications granted by the Canadian Artists 
and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal to the Société des auteurs, recherchistes, 
documentalistes et compositeurs (SARDeC) on January 30, 1996 and to the Union des 
écrivaines et écrivains québécois (UNEQ) on February 2, 1996 came up for renewal. 
SARDeC and UNEQ were the first two associations to be certified by the Tribunal. 
Pursuant to subsection 28(2) of the Status of the Artist Act, the certification is valid for 
three years. It is automatically renewed for an additional three-year period unless a 
competing application for certification in respect of the sector, or an application for 
revocation of certification, is filed within the three months before the expiry of the 
certification. _SARDeC and UNEQ’s certifications were renewed in January and 
February 1999 respectively. 


From April 1, 1998 to March 31, 1999, the Tribunal defined three new sectors of cultural 
activity subject to federal jurisdiction that are suitable for collective bargaining and, for 
the first time, a representation vote was ordered. Certification was granted to the Union 
des artistes (UDA), the Writer’s Union of Canada (TWUC) and to the Canadian Artists’ 
Representation/Le Front des artistes canadiens (CARFAC). The Tribunal also rendered 
a decision on a request for review. As well, a complaint was lodged pursuant to section 
35 of the Status of the Artist Act. 


Since it began operations in May 1995, the Tribunal has received 28 applications for 
certification. As of March 31, 1999, 18 final and 10 interim decisions were rendered 
with respect to these applications. In three cases, the application was withdrawn. The 
Tribunal also received 11 other applications (applications for review of decisions or 
orders, applications for determinations or declarations and applications for consent to 
prosecute) and complaints. Five final decisions were rendered and two cases were 
resolved without a Tribunal hearing. The Tribunal began the fiscal year 1998-1999 with 
10 applications for certification and four other requests and complaints pending. At the 
end of the fiscal year, six applications for certification and four other applications and 
complaints remained outstanding. 


The Legal and Adjudicative Services Branch of the Tribunal prepared the Status of the 
Artist Act Annotated. The purpose of this Annotated Act is to provide users with an easy 
reference to the policies, procedures and decisions of the Tribunal. It also offers a cross- 
reference guide to comparable provisions of two other federal labour relations statutes, 
the Canada Labour Code and the Public Service Staff Relations Act. The annotation 
contains references to some Canada Labour Relations Board or Canada Industrial 
Relations Board decisions. It is published by Carswell. 
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The Tribunal also continued to carry out activities aimed at increasing public awareness 
of the Status of the Artist Act and the work of the Tribunal. For example, at the 
invitation of the Cultural Human Resources Council (CHRC), Tribunal staff 
accompanied the CHRC on its visit of cultural groups in various cities across the 
country. In addition, members and staff represented the Tribunal at various conferences 
and conventions including the conventions of the Canadian Association of Broadcasters 
and the Canadian Cable Television Association. 


To celebrate the 50" anniversary of the Universal Declaration of Human Rights adopted 
by the United Nations in 1948, the Tribunal held an arts competition. Visual and graphic 
artists from across Canada were invited to submit works on paper addressing the issue 
of human rights. Nearly 100 artists from across Canada entered the competition. The 
name of the winner, an Edmonton artist, Mrs. Amy Loewan was announced at a 
ceremony held at the National Gallery of Canada on December 10, 1998. 


Two issues of the Tribunal’s Information Bulletin were published. This publication 
provides a summary of decisions issued by the Tribunal, information on developments 
at the Tribunal and details on a variety of matters of interest to parties bargaining under 
the Status of the Artist Act. The format of the bulletin was revised and its content 
modified to focus more on collective bargaining under the Status of the Artist Act. 


During this period, a member left the Tribunal. Mr. André Fortier’s term ended on 
February 28, 1999. 
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4.2 Applications for Certification 


The following section presents a summary of the status of each application for 
certification for which the Tribunal has rendered a decision during the 1998-1999 fiscal 
year or that was pending at the fiscal year end. 


Associated Designers of Canada 
(File No. 95-0007-A) 


Sector sought: 


“set, costume, lighting and sound designers working within the live performing 
arts industry.” 


Public notice of the application was given January 27, 1996. The Professional 
Association of Canadian Theatres (PACT) and the Association des professionnels des 
arts de la scéne du Québec (APASQ) notified the Tribunal of their intention to intervene. 
A hearing was scheduled for the month of May 1999 but was postponed at the 
applicant’s demand. At the fiscal year end, a hearing was scheduled for June 15 
and 16, 1999. 


Société des auteurs, recherchistes, documentalistes et compositeurs 
(File No. 95-0009-A) 


The Société des auteurs, recherchistes, documentalistes et compositeurs (SARDeC) has 
applied to represent a number of independent contractors who work as researchers in the 
French language. 


Researchers are not included in the categories of professional artists defined in 
subparagraphs 6(2)(6)(i) and (ii) of the Status of the Artist Act. However, subparagraph 
6(2)(b)(iil) of the Act permits the Governor in Council to adopt regulations to include 
additional categories of professional artists within its scope. Until regulations are passed 
to include researchers within the definition of professional artists, the Tribunal cannot 
proceed with SARDeC’s application. 
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The Writers’ Union of Canada and The League of Canadian Poets 
(File No. 95-0014-A) 


Sector sought: 


“all independent contractors engaged by a producer subject to the Status of the 
Artist Act as: 

1) authors of literary works, in languages other than French, initially published 
in volume, electronic or multimedia form; or 

11) authors of literary works, in languages other than French, initially published 
in volume, electronic or multimedia form and offered for performance or 
adaptation into other media including audio, audiovisual, multimedia and other 
electronic forms, but excluding: 

a) authors covered by the certification granted to the Periodical Writers 
Association of Canada by the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional 
Relations Tribunal on June 4, 1996; 

b) authors covered by the certification granted to the Writers Guild of Canada 
by the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal on 
June 25, 1996; and 

c) playwrights covered by the certification granted to the Playwrights’ Union 
of Canada by the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations 
Tribunal on December 13, 1996.” 


The Writers Union of Canada (TWUC) and the League of Canadian Poets (LCP) filed 
a joint application for certification in November 1995. After filing their application, 
TWUC and LCP had discussions with other literary organizations regarding the proposed 
sector definition and advised the Tribunal that amendments might be proposed. At the 
request of the applicants, consideration of the application was postponed and, in 
February 1998, the Tribunal received an amended application from the applicants. 
Public notice of the application was given in the Canada Gazette on March 7, 1998 and 
in other Canadian dailies starting March 11, 1998. A hearing was held in Toronto on 
September 9 and 10, 1998 and Decision No. 028 was issued on November 17, 1998. 


The Writers’ Union of Canada was certified to represent a sector composed of: 


“independent contractors who are Canadian citizens or landed immigrants, 
engaged by a producer subject to the Status of the Artist Act as: 

i) authors of literary works in languages other than French, intended for 
publication in volume, electronic or multimedia form; or 

ii) authors of literary works in languages other than French, initially published 
in volume, electronic or multimedia form, offered for performance or 
adaptation into other media including audio, audiovisual, multimedia and other 
electronic forms,

but excluding: 

a) authors covered by the certification granted to the Periodical Writers 
Association of Canada by the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional 
Relations Tribunal on June 4, 1996; 

b) authors covered by the certification granted to the Writers Guild of Canada 
by the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal on 
June 25, 1996; and 

c) playwrights covered by the certification granted to the Playwrights Union of 
Canada by the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal 
on December 13, 1996.” 


On December 17, 1998, the Attorney General of Canada filed an application for judicial 
review in respect of Decision No. 028 in the Federal Court of Appeal. The matter was 
still pending at fiscal year end. 


Union des Artistes 
(File No. 95-0016-A) 


Sector sought: 


“all performers, choreographers and directors who perform, sing, recite, direct 
or perform in any manner whatsoever, in a literary, musical or dramatic work, 
or in a mime, variety, circus or puppet show: 

i) broadcast, presented or performed in Quebec; 

ii) broadcast, presented or performed in Canada, outside Quebec, to a 
French-speaking audience; with respect to all producers subject to the Status of 
the Artist Act throughout Canada, save and except: 

a) the sector recognized by |’ Union des Artistes as being within the jurisdiction 
of the Canadian Actors’ Equity Association pursuant to an agreement between 
the two unions; 

b) the sector recognized by |’ Union des Artistes as being within the jurisdiction 
of the Alliance of Canadian Television and Radio Artists pursuant to an 
agreement between the two unions; 

c) artists who play musical instruments in all areas of artistic production, 
including persons who sing while playing a musical instrument for the 
instrumental portion of their performance.” 


Public notice of the application was given on February 3, 1996 and a hearing was held 
in Montreal from June 5 to 7, 1996. In Decision No. 017 issued August 29, 1996, the 
Tribunal granted interim certification to the Union des Artistes (UDA) to represent a 
sector composed of: 
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“all performers who are independent contractors who perform, sing, recite or 
act in any manner whatsoever, in a literary, musical or dramatic work, or in a 
mime, variety, circus or puppet show: 

1) broadcast, presented or performed in Quebec; 

11) broadcast, presented or performed in Canada outside Quebec and intended 
for a French-speaking audience; 

with respect to all producers subject to the Status of the Artist Act throughout 
Canada, save and except: 

a) independent contractors who are covered by the certification granted to the 
Canadian Actors’ Equity Association by the Canadian Artists and Producers 
Professional Relations Tribunal on April 25, 1996 and subject to the agreement 
made between the Union des Artistes and the Canadian Actors’ Equity 
Association dated November 6, 1992; 

b) independent contractors who are covered by the certification granted to the 
ACTRA Performers’ Guild by the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional 
Relations Tribunal on June 25, 1996 and subject to the agreement between the 
Union des Artistes and the ACTRA Performers’ Guild dated May 17, 1996; 
c) artists who play musical instruments in all areas of artistic production, 
including persons who sing while playing a musical instrument for the 
instrumental portion of their performance.” 


In Decision No. 017, the Tribunal did not deal with those portions of the UDA’s 
application affecting choreographers and directors. The appropriateness of including 
these professions in the sector for which UDA has been certified was considered in a 
joint hearing (UDA, Association des professionnels des arts de la scene du Québec 
(APASQ) and Association des réalisateurs et réalisatrices du Québec) held in Montreal 
from September 9 to 12, 1997 and on October 21 and 22, 1997. On December 30, 1997, 
the Tribunal issued Decision No. 024, dealing with directors and choreographers. At the 
same time, the Tribunal ordered that the interim certification granted to the Union des 
Artistes on August 29, 1996 be amended to include choreographers and updated to 
reflect the certifications granted to the American Federation of Musicians of the United 
States and Canada and La Guilde des musiciens du Québec in January 1997. 


With respect to directors in theatre (“metteurs en scéne”), a competing application for 
certification for the same sector was filed by APASQ. The Tribunal ordered that a 
representation vote be conducted to determine the association most representative of 
these professionals. On February 2, 1998, Acting Chairperson André Fortier directed 
Tribunal Member Robert Bouchard to meet with the applicants to discuss the mechanics 
of the vote. An application for review of Decision No. 024 was subsequently filed 
jointly by UDA and APASQ, seeking to allow all stage directors in the sector, and not 
just the members of the applicant associations, to participate in the representation vote 
ordered by the Tribunal. The Tribunal granted the request. Voting took place during the 
spring and the ballots were counted on June 29, 1998. The UDA was selected by some 
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67.5% of those voting. Decision No. 027 was issued on July 24, 1998. The Union des 
Artistes was certified to represent a sector composed of: 


“all independent contractors engaged by a producer subject to the Status of the 
Artist Act to perform the duties of director in a French-language stage 
production of a literary, musical or dramatic work or a mime, variety, circus or 
puppet show.” 


Editors’ Association of Canada 
(File No. 95-0019-A) 


The application for certification was incomplete and the applicant was asked to provide 
further materials in support of its application. The matter was still pending at the fiscal 
year end. 


Association des professionnels des arts de la scéne du Québec 
(File No. 95-0021-A) 


Sector sought: 


“all set, costume, lighting, sound, accessory and puppet designers, stage 
directors, stage managers, set painters, technical directors, production managers 
and all costume assistants, set designer assistants and production assistants 
working in the province of Québec and at the National Arts Centre in the areas 
of the performing arts, dance and variety entertainment.” 


Public notice of the application was given on April 6, 1996. However, with respect to 
directors in theatre (“metteurs en scéne”), a competing application for certification for 
the same sector was filed by |’Union des artistes (UDA). A joint hearing involving 
APASQ, UDA and |’Association des réalisateurs et réalisatrices du Québec (ARRQ) 
was held in Montreal from September 9 to 12, 1997 and on October 21 and 22, 1997. 
On December 30, 1997, the Tribunal issued Decision No. 024, in which it ordered that 
a representation vote be conducted to determine whether these professionals should be 
represented by APASQ or UDA. On February 2, 1998, Acting Chairperson André 
Fortier directed Tribunal Member Robert Bouchard to meet with the applicants to 
discuss the mechanics of the vote. An application for review of Decision No. 024 was 
subsequently filed jointly by UDA and APASQ seeking to allow all stage directors in the 
sector, and not just the members of the applicant associations, to participate in the 
representation vote ordered by the Tribunal. The Tribunal granted the request. Voting 
took place during the spring and the ballots were counted on June 29, 1998. The UDA 
was selected by some 67.5% of those voting. Decision No. 027 was issued on 
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July 24, 1998. The Union des Artistes was certified to represent directors in theatre (see 
Union des Artistes in this report). 


At the request of the applicant, consideration of certain aspects (the sector sought 
excluding directors in theatre) of the application is being delayed until regulations 
prescribing the additional categories of professional artists subject to the Act are brought 
into force. These aspects of the application were still pending at fiscal year end. 


Fight Directors, Canada 
(File No. 96-0023-A) 


Certifications given to the Canadian Actors’ Equity Association, ACTRA Performers 
Guild and Union des Artistes have removed many of the independent artists from the 
sector Fight Directors, Canada was seeking to represent. The applicant has been asked 
to advise the Tribunal whether it wishes to proceed with an application for a much 
smaller sector than it originally sought. The matter was still pending at fiscal year end. 


Association des professionnel-le-s de la vidéo du Québec 
(File No. 96-0026-A) 


The Association des professionnel-le-s de la vidéo du Québec has applied to represent 
a sector composed of a number of disciplines, including entrepreneurs working in 
creative fields not specifically defined in the Status of the Artist Act. Until regulations 
prescribing additional categories of artists eligible for coverage are passed, the applicant 
has requested that the Tribunal defer consideration of this application. 


Canadian Artists Representation/Le Front des artistes canadiens 
(File No. 96-0027-A) 


Sector sought: 


“all independent professional visual and media artists in Canada who are 
authors of original artistic works of research or expression commissioned by a 
producer subject to the Status of the Artist Act and expressed in the form of 
painting, sculpture, printmaking, engraving, drawing, installation, performance 
art, craft-based media, textile art, fine art film and video, fine art photography 
or any other form of expression of the same type, excluding: 

a) artists covered by the certification granted to the Conseil des métiers d’art du 
Québec by the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal 
on June 4, 1997; 
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b) artists covered by the certification granted to the Regroupement des artistes 
en arts visuels du Québec by the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional 
Relations Tribunal on April 15, 1997; 

c) artists covered by the certification granted to the Canadian Association of 
Photographers and I]lustrators in Communications by the Canadian Artists and 
Producers Professional Relations Tribunal on April 26, 1996.” 


Public notice of the application was given in the Canada Gazette on August 30, 1997 
and in other Canadian newspapers in September and October 1997. A hearing was held 
in Toronto on September 15 and 16, 1998, and Decision No. 029 was issued on 
December 31, 1998. The Canadian Artists Representation/Le Front des artistes 
canadiens was certified to represent a sector composed of: 


“all independent professional visual and media artists in Canada who are 
authors of original artistic works of research or expression commissioned by a 
producer subject to the Status of the Artist Act and expressed in the form of 
painting, sculpture, printmaking, engraving, drawing, installation, performance 
art, craft-based media, textile art, fine art film and video art, fine art 
photography or any other form of expression of the same type, excluding: 

a) artists covered by the certification granted to the Conseil des métiers d’art du 
Québec by the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal 
on June 4, 1997 as amended June 26, 1998; 

b) artists covered by the certification granted to the Regroupement des artistes 
en arts visuels du Québec by the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional 
Relations Tribunal on April 15, 1997; 

Cc) artists covered by the certification granted to the Canadian Association of 
Photographers and IIlustrators in Communications by the Canadian Artists and 
Producers Professional Relations Tribunal on April 26, 1996; 

d) artists covered by the certification granted to the Association des réalisateurs 
et réalisatrices du Québec by the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional 
Relations Tribunal on December 30, 1997; and 

€) artists covered by the certification granted to the Writers Guild of Canada by 
the Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal on 
June 25, 1996; and 

f) artists who identify themselves as craftspeople rather than visual artists.” 


Association des journalistes indépendants du Québec 
(File No. 96-0028-A) 


The application for certification was received on March 20, 1997 and was incomplete. 
The applicant was asked to provide additional documents and information in support of 
its application and the matter was pending at fiscal year end. 
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4.3 Applications for Review 


Conseil des métiers d’art du Québec 
(File No. 97-0025-E) 


On October 10, 1997, the Conseil des métiers d’art du Québec (CMAQ) filed an 
application for review of Decision No. 023 in order to expand the scope of the sector it 
was certified to represent to include all artists and artisans working in the field of arts 
and crafts in Quebec regardless of whether they are members of CMAQ. Public notice 
of the application was given December 3, 1997. CMAQ’s application for review was 
considered at a plenary session of the Tribunal held on March 26, 1998, following which 
the Tribunal ordered that a public hearing be held. The hearing was held in Montreal 
on May 28, 1998, and Decision No. 026 was issued June 26, 1998. The Tribunal granted 
the Conseil des métiers d’art du Québec’s request for review and concluded that the 
sector suitable for bargaining would be composed of: 


“artists and artisans in Quebec who produce original artistic works, either in 
single or multiple copies, intended for a utilitarian or decorative purpose or as 
a form of expression, through the use of a craft associated with the 
transformation of wood, leather, textiles, metals, silicates or any other material, 
commissioned or distributed by any producer subject to the Status of the Artist 
Act, with the exception of any artists who identify themselves as a visual artist 
covered by the certification granted by the Canadian Artists and Producers 
Professional Relations Tribunal to the Regroupement des artistes en arts visuels 
du Québec on April 15, 1997.” 
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4.4 Complaints and Applications for Consent to Prosecute 


Canadian Actors’ Equity Association 
(File No. 97-0001-C) 


A complaint and an application for consent to prosecute were filed by the Canadian 
Actors’ Equity Association (CAEA) against the Professional Association of Canadian 
Theatres (PACT) and Alberta Theatre Projects (ATP) on July 2, 1997. On 
October 10, 1997, with the consent of the parties, the Tribunal appointed Elizabeth 
MacPherson and Lorraine Farkas as mediators, instructed them to meet with the parties 
and endeavour to resolve the complaint and application for consent to prosecute. The 
mediation was unsuccessful and the matter was pending at fiscal year end. 


Société des auteurs recherchistes, documentalistes et compositeurs (SARDeC) 
(File No. 97-0003-C) 


A complaint was filed by the Société des auteurs, recherchistes, documentalistes et 
compositeurs (SARDeC) against TVOntario pursuant to paragraph 32(a) of the Status 
of the Artist Act. When the parties agreed to commence negotiations, SARDeC 
requested that the Tribunal postpone its proceedings with regard to the complaint. The 
Tribunal agreed to the request and has adjourned its proceedings sine die. The matter 
was pending at fiscal year end.

2. MEMBERS’ BIOGRAPHIES 


Mr. David P. Silcox 
Toronto, Ontario 


David P. Silcox has been a member of the 
Tribunal since December 1995 and was 
appointed Chairperson and Chief 
Executive Officer of the Tribunal 
effective March 1, 1998.

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3. THE TRIBUNAL’S MANDATE 


The Canadian Artists and Producers 
Professional Relations Tribunal is the 
independent quasi-judicial agency 
established to administer the framework 
governing professional relations between 
self-employed artists and producers under 
federal jurisdiction that is prescribed by 
the Status of the Artist Act (hereinafter 
called the Acf). 


The Act defines “artists” as independent 
contractors who are authors within the 
meaning of the Copyright Act, directors, 
performers or other professionals who 
contribute to the creation of a production. 
All broadcasting undertakings under the 
jurisdiction of the Canadian Radio- 
Television and Telecommunications 
Commission, all federal government 
departments and the majority of federal 
government agencies and crown 
corporations are considered to be 
“producers” for the purposes of the Act. 


By following the procedures specified in 
the Act, associations representing self- 
employed artists can obtain legal 
recognition and the right to negotiate with 
producers for the purpose of entering into 
scale agreements. These agreements will 
specify the minimum terms and 
conditions under which self-employed 
professionals in a particular cultural 
sector will provide their services to 
producers in the federal jurisdiction. 


The objective of the Canadian Artists and 
Producers Professional Relations 
Tribunal is to contribute to the 
enhancement of Canada’s cultural 
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community by encouraging constructive 
professional relations between artists, as 
independent contractors, and producers in 
the federal jurisdiction. 


The Tribunal’s principal responsibilities 
are: 


* to define the sectors of cultural 
activities subject to federal 
jurisdiction that are suitable for 
collective bargaining; 


* to certify artists’ associations to 
represent these sectors; 


* to hear and decide complaints of 
unfair practices filed by artists, 
artists’ associations and producers 
and to prescribe appropriate 
remedies. 


The Tribunal reports to Parliament 
through the Minister of Labour. 
However, certain provisions of the Act 
specify a role for the Miu£nister of 
Canadian Heritage. 





4. THE TRIBUNAL’S ACTIVITIES 


4.1 Introduction 


The Professional Category Regulations 
were adopted and came into force on 
April 22, 1999. The Regulations define 
additional categories of professional 
artists who are eligible for coverage under 
the Act. Subject to the exclusions 
provided for in the Regulations, the 
categories include: 


* camera work, lighting and sound 
design; 


* costumes, coiffure and make-up 
design; 


¢ set design; 
* arranging and orchestrating; and 


¢ — research for audiovisual productions, 
editing and continuity. 


The Regulations are on the Tribunal’s 
Internet site and copies can also be 
obtained from the Tribunal’s Secretariat. 


Three applications for certification 
requiring the adoption of the Regulations 
were pending: the Société des auteurs 
recherchistes, documentalistes et 
compositeurs (SARDeC), the Association 
des professionnel-le-s de la vidéo du 
Québec (APVQ) and the Association des 
professionnels des arts de la scene du 
Québec (APASQ). The APVQ informed 
the Tribunal of its intent to proceed with 
its application for certification while 
SARDeC withdrew its application.

During the 1999-2000 fiscal year, the 
Canadian Media Guild filed an 
application for certification on behalf of 
the Professional Association of Canadian 
Talent. Also, the Association des journa- 
listes indépendants du Québec informed 
the Tribunal of its intention to proceed 
with its application for certification that 
had been on hold. Finally, a complaint 
and an application for review were also 
received. 


The Tribunal rendered a final decision on 
an application for review presented by the 
National Arts Centre Corporation. In an 
another matter, the complaint was with- 
drawn following an agreement between 
the two parties. 


During the course of its fifth fiscal year, 
eleven certifications issued by the 
Tribunal came up for renewal. Pursuant 
to subsection 28(2) of the Status of the 
Artist Act, the certification is valid for 
three years. It is automatically renewed 
for an additional three-year period unless 
a competing application for certification 
in respect of the sector, or an application 
for revocation of certification, is filed 
within the three months before the expiry 
of the certification. All eleven 
certifications were renewed. 


Since it began operations in May 1995, 
the Tribunal has received 29 applications 
for certification. As of March 31, 2000, 
18 final and 10 interim decisions were 
rendered with respect to these 
applications. In four cases, the 
application was withdrawn. The Tribunal 
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also received 11 other applications 
(applications for review of decisions or 
orders, applications for determinations or 
declarations and applications for consent 
to prosecute) and complaints. Six final 
decisions were rendered and three cases 
were resolved without a Tribunal hearing. 


The Tribunal contracted with a consulting 
firm to conduct stakeholder consultations 
with anumber of artists’ associations and 
producers affected by the Status of the 
Artist Act. The Tribunal wanted to 
determine their level of satisfaction with 
its services and their perceptions of the 
ultimate benefits of the collective 
bargaining system provided for by the 
Status of the Artist Act. The consultants’ 
report was due at the beginning of the 
2000-2001 fiscal year. 


The Tribunal also continued to carry out 
activities aimed at increasing public 
awareness of the Status of the Artist Act 
and the work of the Tribunal. About 15 
presentations were made by the Tribunal 
Secretariat to different organizations 
which had made requests. The Tribunal’s 
information booth was used at different 
events, for example at the Canadian 
Labour Congress’ annual convention, 
Forum 99 organized by the Cultural 
Human Resources Council and various 
university career fairs (Halifax, Ottawa, 
Toronto and Québec). 


Three issues of the Tribunal’s 
Information Bulletin were published. 
This publication provides a summary of 
decisions issued by the Tribunal and other 
developments at the Tribunal, and details 
on a variety of matters of interest to 
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parties bargaining under the Status of the 
Artist Act. 


During this period, a member left the 
Tribunal. Ms. Meeka Walsh’s term 
ended on February 28, 2000. 


4.2 Applications for Certification 


The following section presents a 
summary of the status of each application 
for certification during the 1999-2000 
fiscal year. 


Associated Designers of Canada 
(File No. 95-0007-A) 


Sector sought: 

“set, costume, lighting and 
sound designers working within 
the live performing arts 
industry.” 


Public notice of the application was given 
January 27, 1996. The Professional 
Association of Canadian Theatres 
(PACT) and the Association des 
professionnels des arts de la scéne du 
Québec (APASQ) notified the Tribunal of 
their intention to intervene. A hearing 
was scheduled for the month of May 1999 
but was postponed at the applicant’s 
request. A second hearing scheduled for 
June 15 and 16, 1999 was postponed at 
the request of an intervening party. Since 
then, the Associated Designers of Canada 
decided to re-open negotiations with 
APASQ and to enter into a jurisdictional 
agreement before scheduling a new 
hearing date. The matter was still 
pending at the fiscal year end. 


Société des auteurs, recherchistes, 
documentalistes et compositeurs 
(File No. 95-0009-A) 


In 1995, the Société des auteurs, 
recherchistes, documentalistes et 
compositeurs (SARDeC) applied to 
represent a number of independent 
contractors who work as researchers in 
the French language. This application 
could not be heard by the Tribunal before 
the enactment of the Professional 
Category Regulations. The Regulations 
were adopted in April 1999. SARDeC 
decided they would no longer represent 
researchers and asked the Tribunal to 
withdraw its application. 


The Writers’ Union of Canada and 
The League of Canadian Poets 
(File No. 95-0014-A) 


In November 1998, The Writers Union of 
Canada was granted certification by the 
Tribunal. In December 1998, the 
Attorney General of Canada filed an 
application for judicial review in respect 
of Decision No. 028 in the Federal Court 
of Appeal. The application for judicial 
review will be heard in November 2000. 


Editors’ Association of Canada 
(File No. 95-0019-A) 


The application for certification was 
incomplete and the applicant was asked to 
provide further materials in support of its 
application. The matter was still pending 
at the fiscal year end. 
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Association des professionnels des arts 
de la scene du Québec 
(File No. 95-0021-A) 


Sector sought: 


“all set, costume, lighting, sound, 
accessory and puppet designers, 
stage directors, stage managers, 
set painters, technical directors, 
production managers and_ all 
costume assistants, set designer 
assistants and _ production 
assistants working in the province 
of Québec and at the National 
Arts Centre in the areas of the 
performing arts, dance and 
variety entertainment.” 


Public notice of the application was given 
on April 6, 1996. With respect to stage 
directors (“metteurs en scene”), a 
competing application for certification was 
filed by l’Union des artistes (UDA). On 
July 24, 1998, following a representation 
vote, the UDA was certified to represent 
stage directors. The rest of APASQ’s 
application was still pending at fiscal year 
end. 


Fight Directors, Canada 
(File No. 96-0023-A) 


Certifications given to the Canadian 
Actors’ Equity Association, ACTRA 
Performers Guild and |’ Union des Artistes 
have removed many of the independent 
artists from the sector which Fight 
Directors, Canada was _ seeking to 
represent. The applicant has been asked to 
advise the Tribunal whether it wishes to 
proceed with an application for a much 
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smaller sector than it originally sought. 
The matter was still pending at fiscal year 
end. 


Association des professionnel-le-s de la 
vidéo du Québec 
(File No. 96-0026-A) 


In November 1996, the Association des 
professionnel-le-s de la vidéo du Québec 
(APVQ) applied to represent a sector 
composed of a number of professional 
categories. Since some of the categories 
were not specifically defined in the Status 
of the Artist Act, the applicant requested 
that its application be deferred until 
Regulations prescribing additional 
categories of artists were enacted. After 
the Professional Category Regulations 
were enacted on April 22, 1999, the APVQ 
filed an amended application for 
certification. Public notice of the 
application was given in December 1999. 


The proposed sector is: 


“all professional independent 
contractors in Québec, engaged 
by a producer subject to the © 
Status of the Artist Act, in all 
audiovisual productions, in all 
forms and in all mediums other 
than film, including television, 
video and the recording of 
commercials, in all languages, 
who practise professions that 
contribute directly to the creative 
aspects of the production and 
who perform the following 
functions: 


(1) camera work, lighting and 
sound design, in particular the 
following positions: assistant 
director, director of photography, 
camera operator, cameraman 
(including steady-cam, baby- 
boom, and camera operated 
through a specialized system 
[C.O.S.S.]), assistant cameraman, 
still photographer, lighting 
director, chief lighting technician, 
lighting technician, chief 
electrician, electrician, lighting 
console operator, motorized 
projector operator, sound man, 
boom man, sound assistant, 
sound technician, sound effects 
technician, key grip, grip, rigger, 
computer graphics designer, 
computer graphics special effects 
technician; 


(2) costume, coiffure and make- 
up design, in particular the 
following positions: art 

director, make-up designer, 
supervising make-up artist, make- 
up artist, make-up assistant, 
special make-up effects artist, 
prosthetic make-up technician, 
prosthetic make-up assistant, hair 
stylist designer, assistant hair 
stylist, hair dresser, assistant hair 
dresser, wig-maker, assistant wig- 
maker, hairpiece technician, 
costume designer, costumer, 
wardrobe mistress, assistant 
wardrobe mistress, wardrobe 
assistant, dresser, propsman 
specialist, cutter, seamstress, 
puppet designer, puppet handler; 


(3) set design, in particular the 
following positions: assistant art 
director, set designer, assistant 
set designer, set design assistant, 
set co-ordinator, set decorator,

(4) editing and continuity, in 
particular the following positions:

ordinator, transportation co- 
ordinator, technical director, 
assistant technical director, 
switcher, ISO switcher, image 
controller (CCU), videotape 
operator, slow motion operator, 
cue prompter operator, video 
credits designer, video 
projectionist (including giant 
screen and video wall), key video 
grip, video grip, off-line editor, 
in-line editor, editor, sound 
editor, sound mixer, assistant 
editor, videographer, airwave 
transmission operator, satellite 
transmission operator, microwave 
transmission operator.”

Association des journalistes 
indépendants du Québec 
(File No. 96-0028-A) 


Proposed sector: 


“all professional freelance 
journalists and researchers who 
are authors of works in French, 
engaged by a producer subject to 
the Status of the Artist Act in the 
following areas: publication or 
distribution of periodicals, 
newspapers, magazines, or any 
other means of publication or 
distribution, film, video, 
television, radio and _ sound- 
recordings.” 


Public notice of the application was given 
in December 1999. The matter was still 
pending at the end of the fiscal year. 


Professional Association of Canadian 
Talent 
(File No. 1310-00-001) 


On March 31, 1999, the Canadian Media 
Guild filed an application for certification 
to the Tribunal on behalf of the 
Professional Association of Canadian 
Talent to represent background 
performers. 
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4.3 Applications for Review 


National Arts Centre Corporation 
(File No. 1350-99-001) 


In June 1999, the National Arts Centre 
Corporation (NAC) presented a request to 
review Decision No. 010 rendered on 
April 25, 1996, which granted 
certification to the Canadian Actors’ 
Equity Association (CAEA). 
Specifically, the NAC requested that the 
Tribunal “reconsider or amend [Decision 
No. 010] or alternatively under section 
26 of the Act, clarify the scope of the 
sector determination...”. 


In Decision No. 030, the Tribunal 
determined that the grounds mentioned by 
the NAC to justify its application for 
review were insufficient and that it was 
unnecessary to review the sector 
definition or to clarify its scope. 


4.4 Complaints and 
Applications for Consent to 
Prosecute 


Canadian Actors’ Equity Association 
(File No. 97-0001-C) 


A complaint and an application for 
consent to prosecute were filed by the 
Canadian Actors’ Equity Association 
(CAEA) against the Professional 
Association of Canadian Theatres 
(PACT) and Alberta Theatre Projects 
(ATP) on™ July 27) 1997 On 
October 10, 1997, with the consent of the 
parties, the Tribunal appointed Elizabeth 
MacPherson and Lorraine Farkas as 
mediators, instructed them to meet with 
the parties and endeavour to resolve the 
complaint and application for consent to 
prosecute. The mediation did not lead to 
a settlement, the parties continued to 
negotiate and the matter was still pending 
at fiscal year end. 


Société des auteurs, recherchistes, 
documentalistes et compositeurs 
(File No. 97-0003-C) 


A complaint was filed by the Société des 
auteurs, recherchistes, documentalistes et 
compositeurs (SARDeC) against 
TVOntario pursuant to paragraph 32(a) of 
the Status of the Artist Act. When the 
parties agreed to commence negotiations, 
SARDeC requested that the Tribunal 
postpone its proceedings with regard to 
the complaint. The Tribunal agreed to the 
request and adjourned its proceedings 
sine die. The matter remained pending at 
fiscal year end. 
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Allyson Brown 
(File No. 98-0015-C) 


A complaint was filed pursuant to section 
35 of the Act by Allyson Brown against 
ACTRA Performers Guild and 3 Miles 
Apart, | Productions’ Lid in 
November 1998. The Tribunal was 
informed that the parties had reached an 
agreement and the complainant withdrew 
her complaint in February 2000. 


Canadian Actors’ Equity Association 
(File No. 1330-00-001) 


A complaint was filed by the Canadian 
Actors’ Equity Association (CAEA) 
pursuant to section 53 of the Status of the 
Artist Act alleging failure to bargain in 
accordance with section 32 of the Act. 
The complainant named as_ the 
respondents the National Capital 
Commission and the Canadian Museum 
of Civilization. The matter was still 
pending at the end of the fiscal year.

These agreements will 
specify the minimum terms and 
conditions under which self-employed 
professionals in a particular cultural 
sector will provide their services to 
producers in the federal jurisdiction. 


The objective of the Canadian Artists and 
Producers Professional Relations 
Tribunal is to contribute to the 
enhancement of Canada’s cultural 
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community by encouraging constructive 
professional relations between artists, as 
independent contractors, and producers in 
the federal jurisdiction. 


The Tribunal’s principal responsibilities 
are: 


* to define the sectors of cultural 
activities subject to federal 
jurisdiction that are suitable for 
collective bargaining; 


* to certify artists’ associations to 
represent these sectors; 


* to hear and decide complaints of 
unfair practices filed by artists, 
artists’ associations or producers and 
to prescribe appropriate remedies. 


The Tribunal reports to Parliament 
through the Minister of Labour. 
However, certain provisions of Part II of 
the Act specify a role for the Minister of 
Canadian Heritage. 











3. THE TRIBUNAL’S ACTIVITIES 


3.1 Introduction 


During the 2000-2001 fiscal year, the 
Tribunal made significant progress in 
processing applications for certification 
which had been postponed once, or more, 
at the request of a party. Five out of six 
hearings held and five out of seven 
decisions rendered by the Tribunal during 
that period dealt with applications for 
certification. 


The application for certification filed by 
the Editors’ Association of Canada (EAC) 
in 1996 was heard and an interim decision 
was rendered (see 2001 CAPPRT 033)'. 
In that decision, the Tribunal defined a 
sector appropriate for bargaining and 
declared that the EAC was the association 
most representative of artists in the 
sector. The application filed by the 
Association des professionnel-le-s de la 
vidéo du Québec in 1996, which was 
subsequently amended twice, has also 
progressed (see 2001 CAPPRT 032 and 
2001 CAPPRT 034). The application 
filed by the Fight Directors, Canada in 
1996 was declared abandoned. The 
application for certification filed on 
March 31, 2000, on behalf of the 
Professional Association of Canadian 
Talent was dismissed (see 2000 CAPPRT 
031). 


1 The Tribunal adopted a neutral citation 
for its decisions. “2001 CAPPRT 033” 
replaces “Decision No. 033” 
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Since it began its operations in May 1995, 
the Tribunal has received 29 applications 
for certification. Eighteen artists’ 
associations have been granted 
certification to represent the 20 
bargaining sectors defined by the 
Tribunal. In four cases, the application 
was withdrawn. 


Three certifications issued by the 
Tribunal came up for renewal. Pursuant 
to subsection 28(2) of the Status of the 
Artist Act, a certification is valid for three 
years. It is automatically renewed for an 
additional three-year period unless a 
competing application for certification in 
respect of the sector, or an application for 
revocation of certification, is filed within 
the three months before the expiry of the 
certification. All three certifications were 
renewed. 


During this fiscal year, two applications 
for review and one complaint were 
received. The Tribunal rendered a final 
decision regarding the application for 
review filed by the Société des auteurs de 
radio, télévision et cinéma and an interim 
decision with regard to the application for 
review filed by National Film Board of 
Canada. Two complaints and an 
application for consent to prosecute were 
withdrawn after settlements were 
reached. 


Under the Status of the Artist Act, the 
Tribunal has the power to make 
procedural regulations in order to give 
them force of law. The Tribunal 
published a notice announcing that it is

considering developing such regulations 
and invited artists, artists’ associations 
and producers to provide any comments. 


In early 2000, the Tribunal contracted 
with a consulting firm to conduct 
stakeholder consultations with a number 
of artists’ associations and producers 
affected by the Status of the Artist Act. 
The consultants’ report was submitted in 
April 2000. 


Results of the consultations indicated that 
clients need better targeted information 
and that the Tribunal must make special 
efforts to reach certain clients. Among 
other things, clients expressed a need for 
information on how to _ initiate 
negotiations pursuant to the Status of the 
Artist Act. In order to meet these needs, 
various measures are being taken by the 
Tribunal. 


Tribunal staff organized information 
meetings for artists’ associations in 
Toronto and Montreal and for federal 
government producers in Ottawa, in 
December 2000 and January 2001. 
Representatives from 18 artists’ 
associations and 35 government 
producers attended these sessions. 


The Tribunal staff also participated in the 
Annual conference of federal government 
material managers. At that event, the 
Tribunal staff distributed information on 
the Status of the Artist Act and the rights 
and obligations of federal institutions as 
producers. A presentation was also made 
at the Banff Television Festival where 
representatives from the film and 
broadcasting industries meet annually. 
Individual information sessions were also 
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held with various producers and artists’ 
associations at their request. 


The Tribunal’s information booth was 
also used at the National Symposium on 
Arts Education held at the University of 
Ottawa in July 2000 and at the Cultural 
Human Resources Council’s annual 
Forum in September 2000. 


The Tribunal’s website was reorganized 
and updated in order to provide easier 
access to information. The navigation 
functions were enhanced, the information 
was revised and new pages were created 
in light of the comments made during the 
consultations. 


Three issues of the Tribunal’s 
Information Bulletin were published. 
This publication provides a summary of 
decisions issued by the Tribunal and 
information on a variety of matters of 
interest to parties bargaining under the 
Status of the Artist Act. Attention was 
given to issues raised by the parties 
during the consultations. 


During this period, three new members 
joined the Tribunal: Ms. Robin Laurence, 
Mr. John M. Moreau and Ms. Marie 
Senécal-Tremblay. The mandate of 
Mr. Curtis Barlow ended on 
February 28, 2001. 


3.2 Applications for Certification 


The following section presents a 
summary of the developments that 
occurred during the 2000-2001 fiscal year 
respecting applications for certification 
for which no final decisions had been 
issued before April 1, 2000. 


Associated Designers of Canada 
(File No. 1310-95-0007-A) 


Sector sought: 

“set, costume, lighting and 
sound designers working within 
the live performing arts 
industry.” 


Public notice of the application was given 
January 27, 1996. The Professional 
Association of Canadian Theatres 
(PACT) and the Association des 
professionnels des arts de la scéne du 
Québec (APASQ) notified the Tribunal of 
their intention to intervene. A hearing 
was scheduled for the month of May 1999 
but was postponed at the applicant’s 
request. A second hearing scheduled for 
June 15 and 16, 1999 was postponed at 
the request of an intervening party. The 
Associated Designers of Canada (ADC) 
decided to continue negotiations with 
APASQ with a view to entering into a 
jurisdictional agreement before 
scheduling new hearing dates. No 
agreement was reached. 


Following the first two hearing days of 
APASQ’s application for certification, on 
March 20 and 21, 2001, it was decided 
that the Tribunal would continue to hear 
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APASQ’s application for certification 
together with ADC’s application for 
certification. That joint hearing will take 
place on June 27, 28 and 29, 2001. The 
matter was still pending at the fiscal year 
end. 


The Writers’ Union of Canada and 
The League of Canadian Poets 
(File No. 1310-95-0014-A) 


In November 1998, The Writers’ Union 
of Canada was granted certification by 
the Tribunal. In December 1998, the 
Attorney General of Canada filed an 
application for judicial review in respect 
of decision 1998 CAPPRT 028 in the 
Federal Court of Appeal. The application 
for judicial review was heard on 
November 15, 2000 and the Court 
dismissed the application (Court File No. 
A-750-98). 


Editors’ Association of Canada 
(File No. 1310-95-0019-A) 


Amended sector sought as per public 
notice given in June 2000: 


“a sector composed of all 
professional freelance editors 
engaged by a producer subject to 
the Status of the Artist Act to 


(a) prepare original works in the 
form of compilations. or 
collective works within the 
meaning of the Copyright Act; 
or 
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(b) prepare original works of 
joint authorship, where the 
editor’s contribution constitutes 
the work of a joint author; 


in either French or English.” 


Public notice of the application was given 
in June 2000. A hearing was held in 
Toronto on January 17 and 18, 2001. On 
February 28, 2001, the Tribunal rendered 
decision 2001 CAPPRT 033, an interim 
decision ordering that the application for 
certification of the Editors’ Association 
of Canada (EAC) be stayed to permit the 
applicant to amend its by-laws so as to 
bring them into conformity with 
subsection 23(1) of the Status of the Artist 
Act. 


In its decision, the Tribunal declared that 
the EAC is the association most 
representative of artists in a sector 
composed of: 


“professional freelance editors 
who are authors within the 


(a) authors covered by the 
certification granted to the 
Periodical Writers Association 
of Canada by the Tribunal on 
June 4, 1996, 


(b) authors covered by the 
certification granted to the 
Writers Guild of Canada by the 
Tribunal on June 25, 1996, 


(c) authors covered by the 
certification granted to the 
Societe “des, auteurs, 
recherchistes, documentalistes et 
compositeurs (SARDEC) 
(renamed the Société des auteurs 
de radio, télévision et cinéma 
(SARTeC)) by the Tribunal on 
January 30, 1996, and 


(d) authors covered by the 
certification granted to the 
Writers’ Union of Canada by the 
Tribunal on November 17, 
1998.” 


meaning of the Copyright Act 
and who are engaged by a 
producer subject to the Status of 
the Artist Act to: 


(a) prepare original works in the 
form of compilations or 
collective works, or 


(b) prepare original works of 
joint authorship, where the 
editor’s contribution constitutes 
the work of a joint author; 


in either French or English, but 
excluding 
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The matter was still pending at the fiscal 
year end. 


Association des professionnels des 
arts de la scene du Québec 
(File No. 1310-95-0021-A) 


Sector sought: 


“all set, costume, lighting, 
sound, accessory and puppet 
designers, stage directors, stage 
managers, set painters, technical 
directors, production managers 
and all costume assistants, set

designer assistants and 
production assistants working in 
the province of Québec and at 
the National Arts Centre in the 
areas of the performing arts, 
dances eat) ay atiety 
entertainment.” 


Public notice of the application was given 
on April 6, 1996. With respect to stage 
directors (“metteurs en scéne”), a 
competing application for certification 
was filed by l’Union des artistes (UDA). 
On July 24, 1998, following a 
representation vote, the UDA _ was 
certified to represent stage directors. 


APASQ’s application for certification, 
excluding stage directors, was partially 
heard on March 20 and 21, 2001. 
Following the hearing, it was decided that 
the Tribunal would continue to examine 
APASQ’s application for certification 
together with ADC’s application for 
certification on June 27, 28 and 29, 2001. 
The matter was still pending at the fiscal 
year end. 


Fight Directors, Canada 
(File No. 1310-96-0023-A) 


Certifications granted to Canadian 
Actors’ Equity Association, ACTRA 
Performers Guild and I’ Union des artistes 
removed many of the independent artists 
from the sector which Fight Directors, 
Canada was seeking to represent. The 
applicant had been asked to advise the 
Tribunal whether it wished to proceed 
with an application for a much smaller 
sector than it originally sought. On 





January 18, 2001, the Tribunal declared 
the application abandoned. 


Association des professionnelles et des 
professionnels de la vidéo du Québec 
(File No. 1310-96-0026-A) 


In November 1996, the Association des 
professionnel-le-s de la vidéo du Québec 
(APVQ) applied to represent a sector 
composed of a number of professional 
categories. Since some of the categories 
were not specifically defined in the Status 
of the Artist Act, the applicant requested 
that its application be deferred until 
Regulations prescribing additional 
categories of artists were enacted. After 
the Professional Category Regulations 
were enacted on April 22, 1999, the 
APVQ filed an amended application for 
certification. 


Public notice of the application was given 
in December 1999. Following the 
publication of the notice, the APVQ 
asked the Tribunal to temporarily defer 
consideration of its application for 
certification. The APVQ then decided to 
pursue the application jointly with the 
Syndicat des techniciens du cinéma et de 
la vidéo du Québec (STCVQ). The 
Tribunal published another notice as the 
proposed sector had been amended. The 
APVQ-STCVQ is seeking certification to 
represent in Quebec a sector composed 
of: 


“all professional independent 
contractors engaged by a 
producer subject to the Status of 
the Artist Act who practise 
professions that contribute 
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directly to the creative aspects of 
the production, in all languages, 
in all audiovisual productions, in 
all forms and in all mediums, 
including film, television, video, 
multimedia and the recording of 
commercials. These functions 
include: 


(1) camera work, lighting and 
sound design, in particular the 
following positions: assistant 
director, first assistant director, 
second assistant director, third 
assistant director, director of 
photography, camera operator, 
cameraman (including steady- 
cam, baby-boom, and camera 
operated through a specialized 
system [C.O.S.S.]), assistant 
cameraman, first assistant 
cameraman, second assistant 
cameraman, video. assist 
operator, still photographer, 
lighting director, chief lighting 
technician, chief electrician, 
electrician, lighting console 
operator, motorized projector 
operator, sound man, boom man, 
sound assistant, sound 
technician, sound effects 
technician, key grip, grip, rigger, 
computer graphics designer, 
computer graphics special 
effects technician; 


(2) costume, coiffure and make- 
up design, in particular the 
following positions: make-up 
designer, supervising make-up 
artist, make-up artist, make-up 
assistant, special effects make- 
up artist, prosthetic make-up 
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technician, prosthetic make-up 
assistant, hair stylist designer, 
assistant hair stylist, hair 
dresser, assistant hair dresser, 
wig-maker, assistant wig-maker, 
hairpiece technician, costume 
designer, costumer, assistant 
costumer, specialized costume 
technician, costume technician, 
wardrobe mistress, assistant 
wardrobe mistress, wardrobe 
assistant, dresser, propsman 
specialist, cutter, seamstress, 
puppet designer, puppet handler, 
transportation co-ordinator; but 
excluding art directors 
and production designers; 


(3) set design, in particular the 
following positions: art co- 
ordinator, assistant art director, 
set designer, assistant set 
designer, set co-ordinator, set 
technician, set decorator, 
propsman specialist, props 
designer, propsman crewleader, 
studio propsman, location 
propsman, props assistant, chief 
studio stagehand, studio 
stagehand, head painter, painter, 
scenic painter, assistant painter, 
sculptor-molder, draughtsman, 
head carpenter, carpenter, 
assistant carpenter, studio 
special effects technician, 
assistant studio special effects 
technician, weapons specialist, 
transportation co-ordinator; 


(4) editing and continuity, in 
particular the following 
positions: production co- 
Osi ail.o.t floor 
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director—excluding dubbing 
directors—, production assistant, 
floor manager, location 
manager, logistics manager, 
assistant logistics manager, 
script-clerk, script assistant, 
production secretary, production 
assistant, assistant co-ordinator, 
safety co-ordinator, 
transportation co-ordinator, 
driver, caterer, technical 
director, assistant technical 
director, switcher, ISO switcher, 
image controller (CCU), 
videotape operator, slow motion 
operator, cue prompter operator, 
video credits designer, video 
projectionist (including giant 
screen and video wall), key 
video grip, video grip, editor, 
off-line editor, in-line editor, 
sound editor, sound mixer, 
assistant editor, videographer, 
airwave transmission operator, 
satellite transmission operator, 
microwave’ transmission 
operator.” 


On January 8, 2001, the Tribunal 
rendered decision 2001 CAPPRT 032, an 
interim decision regarding a request to 
intervene made by the Confédération des 
syndicats nationaux (CSN), the 
Fédération nationale des communications 
(FNC) and the Conseil central de 
Montréal métropolitain (CCMM). The 
applicants’ request to intervene was 
dismissed because the Tribunal was of the 
view that they were not “interested 
persons” within the meaning of 
subsection 19(3) the Status of the Artist 
Act. 





On February 15, 2001, the Tribunal 
rendered decision 2001 CAPPRT 034, a 
second interim decision regarding a 
request by the federation APVQ-STCVQ 
for a declaration of disqualification. The 
Tribunal declared that all the lawyers ina 
particular law firm, as well as another 
person who had previously worked for 
that firm, were disqualified from 
representing the intervenor Association 
des professionnels des arts de la scéne du 
Québec in the application for certification 
of the APVQ-STCVQ, due to a conflict of 
interest. 


The application for certification was still 
pending at the end of the fiscal year. 


Association des journalistes 
indépendants du Québec 
(File No. 1310-96-0028-A) 


Sector sought: 


“all professional freelance 
journalists and researchers who 
are authors of works in French, 
engaged by a producer subject to 
the Status of the Artist Act in the 
following areas: publication or 
distribution of periodicals, 
newspapers, magazines, or any 
other means of publication or 
distribution, film, video, 
television, radio and sound- 
recordings.” 


Public notice of the application was given 
in December 1999. The matter was still 
pending at the end of the fiscal year. 
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Professional Association of Canadian 
Talent 
(File No. 1310-00-001) 


On March 31, 2000, the Canadian Media 
Guild filed an application for certification 
to the Tribunal on behalf of the 
Professional Association of Canadian 
Talent (PACT/CMG) to represent 
background performers. The Alliance of 
Canadian Cinema, Television and Radio 
Artists filed a preliminary objection to the 
application on the grounds that it already 
represented background performers 
pursuant to the Status of the Artist Act. 
On December 13, 2000, the Tribunal 
rendered decision 2000 CAPPRT 031 
dismissing PACT/CMG’s application.

3.3 Applications for Review 


Société des auteurs de radio, 
télévision et cinéma 
(File No. 1350-00-002) 


On April 6, 2000, the Société des auteurs 
recherchistes, documentalistes et 
compositeurs (SARDeC) filed an 
application for review to change the name 
appearing on its certification order to 
reflect the association’s new name, the 
Société des auteurs de radio, télévision et 
cinéma (SARTeC). The SARDeC also 
requested that the Tribunal clarify the 
scope of the sector description that it had 
been granted on January 30, 1996. 


The Tribunal met on July 28, 2000, to 
review the application. The certification 
order was amended in order to reflect the 
change in the name of the organization. 
With regard to the clarification of the 
scope of the sector description, the 
Tribunal amended the wording in order to 
maintain a style consistent with the other 
sector descriptions. 


The amended certification order includes, 
throughout Canada, a sector composed of: 


“(a) authors of original French 
language literary or dramatic 
works, and including the 
associated research, intended for 
radio, television, cinema or 
audio-visual media; 


(b) authors who adapt, in the 
form of French language scripts 
for radio, television, cinema or 
audio-visual media, literary or 
dramatic works, and including 
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the associated’ research, 
originally intended for another 
form of public broadcast; 


but which does not include 
directors in their capacity as 
directors.” 


National Film Board of Canada 
(File No. 1350-00-003) 


On September 27, 2000, the National 
Film Board of Canada (NFB) filed an 
application for review of the decision 
rendered July 28, 2000, amending the 
certification order of the Société des 
auteurs recherchistes, documentalistes et 
compositeurs (SARDeC) [renamed the 
Société des auteurs de radio, télévision et 
cinéma (SARTeC)]. 


In an interim decision § rendered 
November 28, 2000, the Tribunal granted 
the request to reconsider the decision to 
amend SARTeC’s certification order. 
Public notice of the application was given 
in December 2000. A _ hearing was 
scheduled for March 29 and 30, but was 
postponed at the request of SARTeC. 
The matter was still pending at the end of 
the fiscal year. 
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3.4 Complaints and 
Applications for Consent to 
Prosecute 


Canadian Actors’ Equity Association 
(File No. 1330-97-0001-C) 
(File No. 1360-97-0001-F) 


A complaint and an application for 
consent to prosecute were filed by the 
Canadian Actors’ Equity Association 
(CAEA) against the Professional 
Association of Canadian Theatres 
(PACT) and the Alberta Theatre Projects 
(ATP ron uly 2, 81997. On 
October 10, 1997, with the consent of the 
parties, the Tribunal appointed Elizabeth 
MacPherson and Lorraine Farkas as 
mediators, instructed them to meet with 
the parties and endeavour to resolve the 
complaint and application for consent to 
prosecute. A settlement was not reached 
at this time. On January 18, 2001, the 
CAEA informed the Tribunal that it was 
withdrawing both its complaint and its 
application for consent to prosecute as the 
matter had been settled. 


Société des auteurs de radio, 
télévision et cinéma 
(File No. 1330-97-0003-©C) 


A complaint was filed by the Société des 
auteurs, recherchistes, documentalistes et 
compositeurs (SARDeC) [renamed the 
Société des auteurs de radio, télévision et 
cinéma (SARTeC)] against TVOntario 
pursuant to paragraph 32(a) of the Status 
of the Artist Act. When the parties agreed 
to commence negotiations, SARDeC 
requested that the Tribunal postpone its 
proceedings with regard to the complaint. 
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The Tribunal agreed to the request and 
adjourned its proceedings sine die. Since 
the parties were in negotiations but had 
still not concluded a scale agreement, 
SARTeC requested that the Tribunal 
maintain the complaint. The matter was 
still pending at fiscal year end. 


Canadian Actors’ Equity Association 
(File No. 1330-00-001) 


A complaint was filed by the Canadian 
Actors’ Equity Association (CAEA) 
pursuant to section 53 of the Act alleging 
failure to bargain in accordance with 
section 32 of the Act. The complainant 
named as the respondents the National 
Capital Commission and the Canadian 
Museum of Civilization (CMC). 


The complaint was amended on 
April 7, 2000, in order to remove the 
CMC asa party. The amended complaint 
was withdrawn on January 18, 2001, after 
the parties negotiated a scale agreement. 


PACT vs Carfax 
(File No. 1330-00-002) 


On June 29, 2000, a complaint was filed 
by the Professional Association of Cana- 
dian Talent against Carfax Productions 
Limited pursuant to section 50 of the 
Status of the Artist Act. The parties have 
entered into settlement discussions. At 
the parties’ request, the matter is being 
held in abeyance until the parties inform 
the Tribunal that they wish to proceed or 
that the matter has been settled. The 
matter was still pending at fiscal year end.

Mr. David P. Silcox 
Toronto, Ontario 


David P. Silcox has been a member of the 
Tribunal since December 1995 and was 
appointed Chairperson and Chief 
Executive Officer on March 1, 1998. 
Mr. Silcox holds a Master of Arts from 
the University of Toronto and has been 
awarded an honorary Doctor of Letters 
degree by the University of Windsor. He 
is also a senior fellow of Massey College. 


Mr. Silcox is the Director of the 
University of Toronto Art Centre. Asa 
recognized art critic and author, he is the 
author of an extensive biography of David 
Milne, published in 1996, and co-author 
of a catalogue raisonné of the paintings of 
the same artist which was published in 
1998. He is also the co-author of a major 
book on the painter Tom Thomson. 


He has extensive experience in cultural 
portfolios at the federal, provincial and 
municipal levels, having held such 
positions as Director of Cultural Affairs 
for the Municipality of Metropolitan 
Toronto, Assistant Deputy Minister 
(Culture) with the federal Department of 
Communications and Deputy Minister 
with the Ontario Ministry of Culture and 
Communications. 


Mr. Silcox has also served on numerous 
boards and commissions. He was a 
Member, Vice-chairman and Chairman of 
the Canadian Film Development 
Corporation (now Teéléfilm Canada), a 
Board Member of the Canadian 
Conference of the Arts, Chairman of the 
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1978 International Sculpture Conference, 
and a Board Member of such 
organizations as the National Film Board, 
the Stratford Festival, the Gardiner 
Museum, and Victoria University, 
Toronto. 


Mr. Robert Bouchard 
Lac Beauport, Québec 


Robert Bouchard has been a member of 
the Tribunal since April 1997 and was 
appointed Vice-chairperson' on 
April 1, 1999. He is a member of the 
Quebec Bar and has been in private 
practice as a lawyer since 1978. He is an 
associate instructor at the Ecole nationale 
d’administration publique (Université du 
Québec) and at the Centre de formation 
en métiers d’arts (Cégep de Limoilou). 
Mr. Bouchard is the author of various 
publications focussing on_ individual 
rights and responsibilities. He studied 
music at the Conservatoire de musique de 
Québec. 


Mr. Curtis Barlow 
Charlottetown, Prince Edward Island 


Curtis Barlow was a member of the 
Tribunal from March 1, 1998, to February 
28, 2001. Mr. Barlow was the Executive 
Director and Chief Executive Officer of 
the Confederation Centre of the Arts in 
Charlottetown. He served as the Cultural 
Counsellor at the Canadian embassy in 
Washington from October 1990 to July 
1996. Prior to that, he was the Cultural 
Counsellor at the Canadian High 
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Commission in London and Director of 
the Canada House Cultural Centre also in 
London from 1986 to 1990. 


Mr. Barlow was the Executive Director of 
the Professional Association of Canadian 
Theatres (PACT) from 1977 to 1986, 
during which time he also held the 
position of President of the Canadian 
Conference of the Arts for a two-year 
term (1984-1986). Mr. Barlow is now 
Director of Arts and Cultural Industries 
Promotion at the Department of Foreign 
Affairs and International Trade. 


Ms. Moka Case
